DOMESTIC NEWS. 
American Product* In Europe. 
W a sh in g to n , August 18th.—Jnhu Davis, 
Commercial Agent at Gloucester, Eott., sends 
to the Stato Department the following report 
in regard to the demand for Ameiican pro­ 
ducts iu that section : “ American provisioug 
aro now sold in every city, town, village 
and hamlet in this district; and in view of 
the fact that the swine fever is now preva­ 
lent, and hogs have been slaughtered in large 
numbers to prevent its spreading, American 
bacon and hams will he in increased demand 
and the price con-iJerahly advanced. The 
swine fever has b:en in this district, in some 
localities, for the past two years, and during 
that time every means h»s been tried and 
used to prevent its spreading. It has now 
increased to such an alarmir.g extent that a 
royal commission has been issued to it quire 
into and to devise means to prevent its 
spread, and, if passible, stamp it out. This 
aud the adjoiniug c-iunty of Berkshire are 
both noted for their number and breed of 
hogs, and thia disastrous fever will have a 
distressing effect on the bacon market. The 
London market is supplied largely from thia 
district with its fresh pork and bacon. We 
cannot hope for a supply of bacon from any­ 
where but the United States, and the demand 
in the near future mud be very large. Amer­ 
ican cheese is continually growing in public 
favor here. What is known as the Amer­ 
ican chil lar is n >w commanding a better 
price, and is admitted to bo superior iu 
quality to any cheese made in this country, 
lhe journal of the R yal Agricultural So­ 
ciety here of latí discussed the matter very 
fully, and admitted the snperior qualify of 
the American cheese. 
Permit Die to call 
your attention to an artie'e which I think is 
not fully understood, or its excellence not ap­ 
preciated in your ctuntry. I mean oleomar- 
i atine. The_ consumption cf this article in 
this coantry is immense and continually on 
the increase. Whst is known as hutteriae 
commands a better price and is admitted to 
-e superior in quality to butter made in the 
old wav. It has the great advontrge of be­ 
ing uniform in color and quality, acd not sub­ 
ject to different changes, cau.ed by herbage 
and the temperature of the cow’s body at the 
time_ of milking, the careful or otherwise 
keeping of cream, and a hundred other causes 
that the farmer hae. in my opinion, paid only 
sligt attention to. It has been demonstrated 
beyond doubt that oleomargaine is a good 
and useful article of fed, and can be used 
with not only safety, but great advantage. 1 
venture to predict that it will soon become 
ss much in favor with d alers and the general 
public as canued fruit, vegetables, meat, 
fish, etc.”

THE CHUCKCHEES. 


SOKE ACCOUNT CF THE STRANGE CUS­ 
TOMS OF A PRIMITIVE TRIBE. 


Ho B elli Ion— Sup?rst tlon—B volting VI- 
a td s -K in d ly bu t Filthy—How th e 
Crew of th e Rodgers Lived 


A H erald correspondent w riting from 
O nnalaska, who was w ith the Rodgers 
p arty , says : A fter» sojourn of a half year 
among th e “ seacoast” Chuckchee» — so 
called in contradistinction to those C huck- 
chees inhabiting the vast tundra th at 
stretches from the eastern bank of the 
K olym a to the shores of the Behring Sea— 
it may be presum ed th a t a som ew hat in ti­ 
m ate knowledge of their characteristics, 
habits and modes of living were obtained 
by th e R odgtrs' crew. 
The natives ini ab- 
itin g the shores of the ice-bound Behring 
Sea have but little means of subsistence or 
resources to depeud upon except those 
w hich the sea affords. 
The Chuckchees 
who dwell inland have their imm ense herds 
of reindeer—an animal th at not only serves 
them for food, but also for transportation 
in the w inter, when they m ake th eir way 
to the ceaat in order to procure w alrns and 
seal hides, whalebone and w alrus tusks. 
Of this branch of the Chuckchees but little 
is ki o vn except th a t they are inured to ex­ 
trem e cold, are prim itive in their habits, 
aDd, while utilizing the entire carcasses of 
th e reindc-er, reject— w hat to civilized na­ 
tions appears an anomaly—the rich m ilk of 
th e anim al. 
W hether their brethren of 
th e coast a t one t :me owned sim ilar herds, 
and having lost them turned to the sea and 
its resource* as a means of subsistence, is a 
question which has never been satisfactorily 
Bolved. 
So far as their mode of living and 
custom s are concerned, they seemed to 
have im bibed a m ajor portion of them from 
th e In n u its of N orthern Alaska. 
Their 
habitations are sim ilar to those constructed 
by their neighbors on the w estern shores 
•f Behring Strait, th e coast Chuckchees 
using walrus hide for the exterior covering, 
while their brethren of the interior utilize 
reindeer skin, 
DWELLINGS. 
T he dw elling—which can scarcely be 
dignified by th e name of honse — is ova! 
shaped, or to convey a som ewhat distinct 
idea, resembles an inverted basin. 
W hen 
a dwelling is erected the form ation is 
necessarily suited to their prim itive appli­ 
ances. 
An upright piece of driftw ood, 
sometimes 
whalebones 
lashed 
together 
w ith w alrus hide, serves as a center pole. 
Springing from this center arc a series of 
curved bones or wood, forming a support 
for the w alrus hide covering. 
This cover­ 
ing is rudely sewed w ith thongs of seal 
skin and fastened to th e ground by means 
of tw isted w alrus hide ropes, the endsgof 
which are secured to rocks, which serve in 
lieu of ten t pins. 
Ttie interstices betw een 
the rocks and points where the hide comes 
to the ground are titled w ith hard, beaten 
snow. 
The entrance to the h u t invariably 
faces the south, while a reindeer skin 
serves as a door. 
H aving gained adm is­ 
sion through this en tiy a space intervenes 
betw een it and the main portion of the 
hut. 
H ere again hangs a curtain of deer 
skin. 
I t is in this space th at the resid tn ts 
strip 
off 
every 
stitch 
of 
clothing, 
th e females alone wearing a narrow loin 
fiiiet made of 
tanned deerskro, before 
going into the interior com partm ent. 
A 
sickening odor greets the nostrils as the 
interior is reached—an odor arising from 
the congregation of many human beirgs, 
th e smoke of the burning Eeal oil lamps, 
a n d a m ixture of smells composed of rotten 
m eat and decaying m atter. 
B ut the R od­ 
gers’ crew, by virtue of necessity, soon 
became acclim ated to the smells. 
R epug­ 
nant as it was to their feelings, force of 
circum stances compelled them to conform 
in every way to the habits of their C huck­ 
chee hosts. 


TH E BILLS OF FARE 
V aried but little during their residence, 
the only addition to the 
menu 
being 
m onthly, w hen the issue of the scanty ra­ 
tions took place, which were shared by the 
men w ith their native companions. Frozen, 
ro tten w alrus m eat, sometimes the llesh of 
a hair seal, or fish, invariably eaten raw, 
were th e staple articles of dietary. 
As a 
sort of bonne louche reindeer’s blood in a 
frozen state was occasionally served out. 
This blood had been brought from she in­ 
terior during the sum m er and transported 
in bags made of the stomach of th e teal. 
W ith this blood is m ixed a grass, probably 
a species of sorrel, as th e taste is described 
as being extrem ely sour, but this intensifi­ 
cation may be possibly due to the ferm ent­ 
ation th a t ensues from its adm ixture w ith 
th e blood. 
The pangs of hunger alone 
compelled the Rodgers men to partake of 
this substance. 
Those who did eat it say 
“ th at the stench was eo disgusting th at 
during the act of deglutition, and even 
while conveying it to their m ouths, they 
had to compress the nostrils to sh u t out 
th e sm ell.” 
During the w inter the first 
repast takes place at from 3 to 4 A. M , the 
final meal previous to retiring to rest, about 
4 or 5 P. M. 
In spring and sum m er, how ­ 
ever, when the days are long, they rise a t 
dawD and go out in their skiu-boats—which 
are built of w alrus hide and modeled after 
the type in use by the Innuits of A laska— 
to hunt seal or w alrus for w inter supplies. 
T hen the m eal-honrs are m idday and a t 8 
p. M , or before seeking their couches. 


AT D IN N ER 
The feminine tenants of th e h ut do the 
earring, or lath e r hacking, w ith small 
hatch ts, p ro c ire l in tra ie from the w hal­ 
ing sh ps. 
This process divides the lum ps 
of frozen m eat into portions of large size, 
w hich are 
p aced in a wooden trough. 
Kach individual then squats on either aide 
of the trough, and should some luckless 
individual tail in grabbing a piece of the 
m eat he goes minus a meal for th a t occa­ 
sion. 
Toe Chockchees ire very fast e at­ 
ers, and, to use the words of one of the 
crew , “ if you don't try and follow suit in 
eating you’ll get nothing.” 
A fter the meal 
is finished the trough is licked by the 
women, and every particle of m eat or ole­ 
aginous m atter th at clings to the wood is 
thereby removed. 
The only use they make 
of w ater is for drinking purposes. 
T his is 
obtained by m elting enow in a hole dug in 
a corner of the hut, sometimes in a bucket, 
the liquefaction being prom oted by the 
heated atm osphere of the apartm ent. How 
th e dogs th at serve to draw the sledges ob­ 
tain strength is a m arv el; th e beasts sel­ 
dom get even a sniff of the rotten n u at, 
and probably consider them selves very 
lncky if by chance they fall across a piece 
of walrus or a seal hide. 
W hen reduced to 
starvation the strong ones fall apon those 
th a t are helpless and weak, literally rend 
them to pieces and devour the entire body, 
flesh, bones, and even 
the 
skin. 
The 
aversion and loathing w ith which th e offi­ 
cers and men regarded these 
horrible 
meases of dog, rotten w alrus and seal m eat 
can scarcely 
be 
imagined. 
B ut 
these 
Chuckchees gave cheerfully the best fare 
th ey had, and shared it equitably w ith the 
crew and their families w ithout displaying 
any hopea of future reward. 


HOW TH E T DRESS. 
_ The clothing of the Cnuokoheea conaiets 
in sum m er of a long ahirt and trousers 
m ade of sealskin (hair seal), while in win­ 
te r reindeer skin, tanned soft, is utilized as 
m aterial for garm ents to resist the inclem ­ 
ency cf the weather. 
Two pair of trousers, 
an nndershirt and a long robe, called a 
parkie, which reaches below the knees, to­ 
gether with socks and boots, th e soles of 
which are walrus or sealskin, taken from 
th e 11 pper, complete the outfit. 
The cloth­ 
ing next to the skin is worn w ith th e hair 
inw ard, while th at exposed to the atm os­ 
phere has the hairy surface outw ard. 
The 
Rodgers people who were fortunate enough 
to obtain these deerskin partías and trou­ 
sers say th at they are the only clothing fit 
for the Arctic, and th at the buffalo-skin 
apparel served out by the navy authorities 
is w orthless for the simple reason th a t the 
Bnowaccumulates in the wool, masses there, 
and takes so long to m elt th at the caps and 
clothing are sodden w ith w ater, which be­ 
comes fresen. 
Chuckchee women w ear a 
sim ilar dre-s to th e men except th a t the 
lu n tr garm ent is made in one piece— v ia, 


trousers and shirt. 
The men shave their 
heads w ith any sharp instrum ent they may 
possess, generally an old w orthless razor 
obtained in trade w ith vessels, and leave a 
small fringe around the forehead aBd ears, 
not unlike the “ b an g ’’ style affected by 
fashionable ladies. 
As an offset to the 
adornm ent of th e males tattooing apon the 
arms, face and breast is perform ed by the 
women, who wear strings of beads in their 
hair and around th eir waists. 
The men 
smoke pipes made from bone, or in some 
instances brass, the latter obtained from 
traders to th e eastw ard, who bring them 
from Siberian trade centers, as they are of 
the same type as those used by Mongols 
and natives of the interior. 
They will 
hold, however, bu t a sm all quantity of to ­ 
bacco, and are speedily exhausted. 
W o­ 
men are inveterate chewers of tobaccc— 
th a t is, when they are fortunate enough to 
procure it. 


CRAVING FOR RDM. 
B ut the continual cry and talk of the 
natives of both sexes was, “ R u m ; give 
ium whisky 1” The traders from S in F ran­ 
cisco and the Sandwich Islands and the 
whalers from New Bedford and New Lon­ 
don are responsible for the demoralization 
and decim ation of the coast Chuckchees. 
A ;tin, too, the supply of H enry and other 
ritles and an unlim ited am ount of cart, 
ridges, has m ilitated against these people’s 
welfare. 
H aving so many projectiles they 
do not hesitate to bang away cartridge 
after cartridge in reckless extravagance, 
and by these m ethods the seals and wal 
rue—which form their staple food and 
m ainstay—are scared away and frequent 
other points and islands on the adjacent 
coast. 
These people have no idea of econ­ 
omy. 
They consume all their Btore of food 
and then beg from one another. 
The men 
are lazy, lie around, go from one h ut to 
another daring the day, while the women 
do all th e w ork—sewing, cutting up the 
food and cleaning the vermin infested gar­ 
m ents. 
Owing to this parasitical pest the 
removal of the clothing while in the in te­ 
rior of the hut3 became a source of luxury, 
as it were, to the Rodgers crew. 


SUPERSTITIONS. 
So far as possessing any religion or hav­ 
ing any conception of a Suprem e Being 
the 
Cauckchees 
appear to 
be utterly 
w ithout any belief. 
B ut in common with 
the Esquimaux, Koiosh, the pure A leut 
of the pre-Russian occupation of Alaska 
and the various islands of the A leutian 
Archipelago they have a Shauian, or m ed­ 
icine man, who in the Chuckchee language 
is term ed “ Iyanglum .” 
These 
individ­ 
uals appear to have great sway and exert 
large influence over th e Chuckchees. 
U n­ 
der the pretense th a t they are in, or have 
th e power to hold, comm unication with 
th e “ K om ocks,” or spirits th a t dwell in 
th e m ountains and the sea, they delude 
their people w ith the idea th a t no h u n t­ 
ing, traveling or trading expedition should 
be undertaken w ithout the spirits being 
consulted through 
their medium. 
The 
following description of 
their perform ­ 
ances, or rites, which took place at various 
periods during th e residence of the R od­ 
gers’ crew, is extracted from a diary kept 
by Bruch and Grace, tw o of the ship’s 
petty officers : 
“ A hunting party, previ­ 
ous to setting out, sends for the ‘Iyang­ 
lum .’ 
He brings w ith him a drum made of 
seal gut, stretched on wood or bone hoops 
for heads, th e body or sides being thick 
w alrus hide. 
Upon entering th e interior 
of the hu t all lights are entiuguished, and 
silence reigns for a brief space. 
Suddenly 
th e stillness is broken by the ‘ Iyanglum ’ 
breaking into a low, monotonous wail, 
w hich gradually rises into a loud, prolonged 
screech, the drum beiDg beaten all the time, 
uutil the cunning knave, completely ex­ 
hausted. falls to the ground and pretends 
to go into a kind of trance. 
During such 
condition he is supposed to be in close com- 
m unicn w ith the spirits. 
Recovering from 
his pretended stupor he tells his audience 
the spirits Bay th at th e hunters will kill 
seal, or walrus, or catch tisb, as the w eather 
prognostications which these knaves study 
well are alm ost a sure guide to the results 
of the h u n t.” 


FUNERAL RITES. 
Grace relates th a t at the village of Yan- 
dangie during M arch last ho slept in a hu t 
where a young girl was very sick. 
To 
judge by the sym ptom s described the dis- 
eaBe she was suffering from was pneumonia. 
“ I noticed about 9 p. si. th a t she was very 
sick, and th at her breathing was very diffi­ 
cult. 
I looked at her, and told her people 
‘ makee ’ go die. 
As I said this tw o or 
three of them rushed over tow ard her w ith 
knives and cut off some of her hair, her 
beads and am ulet»(m ade of seal gut w ith 
beads intertw ined), at the same tim e call­ 
ing her name and shaking her by the arms. 
But the poor girl was past hearing, and 
B oon expired. 
They gathered her clothing, 
beads, bags containing needles and deer 
sinews, and placed the whole upon her 
breast. 
In one hand seme rotten w alrus 
m eat 
was 
put, 
while 
the other held 
a wooden spoon. 
Then her boots were 
draw n on and th e ‘ Iyanglum ’ and the 
neighbors were sent for. 
As soon as the 
whole of the invited guests had arrived the 
* Iyanglum ’ tied the end of a long coil of 
sealtkin rope around th e head of the girl, 
the other end he fastened to a stick resem ­ 
bling a crutch in form. 
The father of the 
girl then commenced asking questions, and 
at each query th e rope was luted up, caus­ 
ing the girl’s head to be raised from off the 
ground. 
THIS PERFORMANCE 
Lasted three hours, during w hich tim e 
there 
was not a sound heard in the 
hut. 
A t the expiration of th e period 
food was partaken of 
by all present, 
after w hich the 
‘ Iyanglum ,’ producing 
some seal gut rope, proceeded to lash the 
corpse, tying the arms close to the body 
and the legs w ith the feet pointing ou t­ 
ward. 
A Bledga was then prepared on the 
outside, and the girl's father taking a knife 
cu t a slit in the side of the hu t as a pas­ 
sage way for the removal of the corpse. 
The dead are not allowed to be carried 
through the ordinary entrance, as the na­ 
tives eay, ‘ should th a t happen the spirit 
will find its way homo again.' 
The body 
being placed on the sledge th e relatives 
proceeded to pull it and another sledge 
with provisions tow ard a high range of hills 
distant some fifty miles inland. 
Resum ing 
the ordinary avocations upon their return, 
at the expiration of four days they visit 
th e body to ascertain if the crows have 
eaten the w alrus m eat which had been 
placed in her hand. 
If the m eat has been 
eaten it is regarded as a favorable omen, 
as they will in future hunts be successful. 
The last farewell takes place fifteen days 
after their previous visitation, th e object 
of which is to discover w hether the crows 
have picked the eyes out of the corpse, the 
Chuckchees believing th at the visual organ 
is deemed a savory tnoreel by the birds. If 
this suspicions event has taken place it is 
regarded as an augury th a t no more deaths 
will take place for a year. 
Then the body 
is covered up w ith enow and left to rot 
away or be eaten by the crows and dogs.” 


BIRTHS. 
W hen a child is about to be born the 
asrviees of the 
“ Iyanglum ” are again 
called into requisition. 
The wailing and 
moaning of the m other, who has no assist­ 
ance in her travail other than th a t of Dame 
N ature, is drowned by the noise of the 
drum , while the mewling of the child is 
also unheard amid the dm. A fter the babe 
has been ushered into the world tw o blocks 
of frezm snow are placed on th e top of 
each other, w ith six stones arranged in a 
circle on the sum m it, th e whole being 
placed in the exterior com partm ent of the 
hut, where the blocks gradually m elt. Ac­ 
cording to the positions in which the atonta 
tall to the ground, so the future career of 
the child is determ ined. 
Tne ohild is not 
washed or tended in any m anner except 
receiving its natnral nourishm ent from the 
mother. 
To a stranger it seems very re­ 
m arkable th a t the infants live a t all. when 
the exposure th ey undergo is considered. 
Tue m other gives her child milk b ut tw ice 
a day, then stuffs a piec? of rotten m eat 
into its hand and lays it on the ground, 
where it remains quiet and contented for 
the day and night. 
So fares th e baby 
Chuckchee. 
MARRIAGES 
Are conduoted in a very prim itive style. 


No tender, languishing airs or loving looks 
are indulged in by the Chuckchee lover in 
need of an Am aryllis. 
Should a man wish 
to m arry a girl he sim ply asks the consent 
of her father, which is generally given 
w ithout the least reluctance, as it appears 
to be the desire of the parents to rid their 
huts of their daughters as soon as they pos­ 
sibly can. 
W hen the nuptial day arrives 
the bridegroom ’s relatives proceed in a 
body accompanied by th e “ Iyanglum ” 
and his drum to th e h a t wherein dwells 
the bride. 
The lamps are extinguished 
and the ceremonies consist of an oration, 
Binging and beating the dram by the 
“ Iyanglum ,” the whole performance occu­ 
pying about an hour. 
Then feasting com­ 
mences, th e piece de resistance at the m ar­ 
riage banquet being walrns head and brains. 
W nen all present have gorged themselves 
to repletion the newly-wedded couple go 
to their b u t and the knot is firmly tied. 
It is the custom among the Chuckchees to 
have a plurality of wives, but the greatest 
num ber seen by the Rodgers people a t­ 
tached to one man was five. 
Should a 
girl refuse to m arry the man who chooses 
her he and his friends come to the hu t ami 
carry her off by force. 
The women are 
subjected to great cruelties from their hus­ 
bands, being kicked and beaten brntally, 
their bodies presenting in m any instances 
livid m arks and blackened bruises. 
They 
can in no way be charged w ith infidelity to 
their husbands. 
Instances of lapsing vir­ 
tue, upon being discover d, rtn d er the 
woman liable to be beaten to death. 
The 
women in m any cases use different words 
from the men, but having the same m ean­ 
ing. 
The language is uttered very fast, in 
a low tone. 


IIOW THEY HUNT. 
I t is a noticeable fact th a t there are b at 
few of the natives who do not possess a 
rifle, either a muzzle or breech-loader. 
These they obtain trom the whalers. 
Seal 
are not only shot, bu t sometimes speared, 
while ducks are caught by means of a long 
sling made of deer sinews, w ith pieces of 
w alrus tusks tied a t intervals. 
In this 
sling the ducks get entangled and fall on 
the ice. 
W hen a seal is brought home, 
previous to cutting the anim al up, the 
women pour a bucket of cold w ater over 
the carcass, after which the anim al is 
skinned. 
W ith b ut a solitary exception, there was 
no exhibition of any species of violence to­ 
w ard the crew er among them selves du r­ 
ing th e b íx m onths’ residence. 
Unless in­ 
flamed w ith liquor, th eir phlegm atic nature 
serves to dispel any angry passions and 
causes them to live very peaceably. Their 
behavior 
and 
kind 
treatm ent 
of 
the 
Rodgers' crew is certainly deserving of 
recognition at the hands of the U nited 
States G overnm ent. 
Presents of calico, 
flour, tobacco, scissors, knives and beads 
could be sent to St. Lawrence bay by any 
of the w haling fleet leaving San Francisco 
next spring. 


EOME 
RELIGIOUS 
NOTES. 


Last October a hospital for women was 
opened at Tientsin, Chin3, the gift of the 
Viceroy, Li H ung Chang, in gratitnde for 
his w ile's recovery from a severe illness 
under the medical care of Miss Dr. H ow ­ 
ard , of 
the M ethodist Mission. 
Since 
then his m other, an aged woman, was a t­ 
tacked w ith a painful disease, and again 
Miss H ow ard was sent for, although it in ­ 
volved a w inter sea voyage of several hun­ 
dred miles. 
The greatest consideration 
was shown her, three rooms furnished in 
foreign Bty le were provided for her u b c , and 
also a foreign-trained cook and a large reti­ 
nue of servants. 
The case was hopeless 
from the first, b ut the patient Mas very 
g.-ateful to Miss H ow ard, and beside val­ 
uable presents gave her $1,000 to bo used 
for the hospital woi k. 
She died a heathen, 
and three days before her death insisted 
upon being arrayed in the rich and costly 
garm ents befiting her rank, which she ex­ 
pected to retain in another world. 
The Outlook (London) says of th e Rev. 
Dr. H a ll: 
“ Pleasant it was to see and 
hear Dr. John H all, of N ew Y ork, a t the 
Presbytery of London on Tuesday evening. 
He is w ithout question in the front rank of 
living Presbyterian divines; and somehow 
he seemed to us, as he stood before the 
m oderator, a model Presbyterian, a sort of 
incarnate expression of the system to which 
ho is attached—a man solidly built, and 
of grave and simple bearing—a combination 
of sobriety and vigor. 
No one could imag­ 
ine him ‘ losirg his head ’ or talking non­ 
sense, or playing the pions m ountebank. 
A steady, 
well-balanced, discreet, 
but 
thoroughly progressive man is John H a ll; 
the very type, we should eay, of Presby­ 
terian C hristianity.” 
The Rev. W illiam H. Yeocum (M. E ) 
who was locked out of the church at 
I Providence, R. I., of which he was pastor, 
; and then appealed to the Courts, has ju st 
' had a trial before the church which has 
been decided against him. 
H e has been 
ordered by the Bishop to rem ain out of the 
pulpit till the case can be investigated by 
the church authorities. 
The charges were, 
using unbecoming language in the pnlpit, 
and appealing to the C ourts before he had 
used other means of settling the trouble. 
The W elsh Presbyterian Synod of Wis- 
c o n in has h°ld its tiist business session at 
Chicago. 
The Synod has 49 m inisters, 
135 elders, 3,450 full members in its sev­ 
eral churches, and 1,718 probationers. The 
question of form ing a new Synod of the 
churches in Missouri, Kansas, Iowa and 
N ebraska was discussed, and decided in 
favor of th e proposed change. 
The revision of L uther’s Bible, begun in 
1SC3, has ju st been finished. Of the th irty 
origmai members of the revision com m it­ 
tee, b ut fourteen live to see the revision 
completed. The work is now to be printed 
and subm itted to the university faculties 
for criticism . 
I t will probably be ready 
for the public in about tw o years. 
In answ er to a call for pieces of silver 
and gold, of which to make a communion 
service for the Church of the Holy Com­ 
munion in St. Louis, tw elve and a half 
pounds of silver and an ounce of gold were 
given, from whieh a paten, flagon, two 
chalices and a large alms-baain were made. 
Pastor Ziemann, who is now carrying on 
the evangelistic work begun in Germ any 
by Dr. Somerville, h»9 been preaching to 
large audiences in Heidelberg, G serlitz, 
Breslau, and other cities, and he has now 
pressing invitations to labor from nineteen 
cities in Germ any. 
The M ennonites of M anitoba are divided 
into the Hook-and Eye party and the B ut­ 
ton party. 
The form er are conservatives 
and see no danger in buttons ; the latter are 
radical and progressive, insisting upon the 
innocence of buttons, also th eir convenience 
and cheapness. 
A service in memory of the Rev. Orville 
Dewey is to be held in the old Congrega­ 
tional Church of his native town, Sheffield, 
M ass., on A ugust 13th. 
A sermon will be 
preached by the Rev. R obert Collyer. 
There is in S t. 
Stephen’s P rotestant 
Episcopal Church a t Pittsfield, M ass., a 
St. A ndrew ’s Guild of boys who have made 
a vow not to use any profane or indecent 
word*. 
The Presbyterian Church a t OyBter Bay, 
N. Y ., celebrated its one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary Ju ly 30tb. 
E ght of 
the form er pastors of the chnrch were 
present. 
A movem ent is An foot in Boston to 
change th e hour for beginning Su-iday 
m orning service in th e chnrohes from 10:30 
to 11 o’clock. 
This year the Bohlen lectures in Phila­ 
delphia are to be delivered by th e R ight 
Rev. Bishop H arris of M ichigan. 
W alter C. Jones, a m nnifioent English, 
man, has recently given $369,000 for m is­ 
sions in Japan and China. 
R enan’s new est w ork, “ Ecrfeaiaete,” has 
been placed in the Index expurgatoria*.

N athaniel P arker W illis, born in P o rt­ 
land, Maine, 20:h January, 1806, died at 
Idlew ild, on the Hudson, 20:h January, 
1867. 
Poet, journalist and miscellaneous 
w iiter. 
H e traveled much in Europe. 
H is 
chief works are: “ M elanie,” “ Lady Ja n e ,” 
aud other poems ; “ Pencillings by the 
W ay,” “ Inklings of A dventure,” “ Ro­ 
mance of T ravel,” comprising Tales of Five 
Lands ; People I have M et, or Pictures of 
Society and People of M ark ; “ A H ealth- 
trip to the T ro p ic s;” “ Out-doors at Idle- 
wild ;” “ Paul Fane,” or P arts of a Life else 
U ntold ; a Novel, etc. 
“ As a w riter of 
‘sk etch e s’ properly so called, Mr. W illis 
is unequaled. 
Sketches—especially of so­ 
ciety—are his forte, aud they are eo for no 
other reason than th at they afford him the 
best opportunity of intro incing the per­ 
sonal W illis—or more distinctly because 
this species of composition is m o:t suscepti­ 
ble of impression from his p.reonai char­ 
acter.”— [E lgar A. Poe. 
Flavius Josephus was born a t Jerusalem 
in 37 A. D. of a noble and w ealthy family. 
Liberally educated by the Scribes, though 
his am bitious character subsequently led 
him to adopt the views of the Pharisees, he 
soon became a distinguished citizen of Je ru ­ 
salem, was intrusted w ith a diplom atic 
mission to Rome, which he successfully 
managed, and returned w ith honor to Je ru ­ 
salem. 
In the revolt of the Jew s under 
Nero and Otho he was taken prisoner, bu t 
was m ercifully'treated; be was retained a 
prisoner, and was prtsent in the Roman 
arm y at the destruction of Jerusalem , and 
accompanied T itus to Rome, w here he re­ 
sided till his death. 
IIis great work is a 
“ H istory of the Jew ish W ar,” from 170 
B C. to the destruction cf Jerusalem by 
Titus. 
Tnis 
was originally w ritten in 
Hebrew , but translated by himself into 
Greek. 
M ichael Faraday (17S1-1SC7), a native of 
Newington, in Surrey, the son of a po >r 
blacksm ith, who could only give his son 
the bare rudim ents of education. 
H e was 
apprenticed to a bookbinder, and early 
began to m ake experim ents in chem istry 
aDd electricity. 
H a had attended Sir 
H um phrey D avy’s lectures, and taken notes 
which he transm itted to Sir H um phrey, 
desiring his assistance to " escape from 
trade and enter into the service of science.” 
.through D avy’s exertions he «’as appointed 
chemical assistant in the Royal Institution 
in 1813. 
In 1824 he was adm itted a mem­ 
ber of the Royal Society. 
In 1831, the 
first series of bis “ Experim ental Researches 
in E lectricity " w a s read before the Royal 
Society’—a work which was continued to 
1856, and afterw ards published separately 
in four volumes. 
For many years be gave 
lectures a t the Royal Institution, which 
were highly popular from th e happy sim ­ 
plicity of his style and his successful illus­ 
trations. 
His publications on physioal sci­ 
ence are numerous. 
Sir Thomas More (1480 1535). 
Born the 
son of a Judge of the K ing's Bench, and 
educated at Oxford, More entered life w ith 
all external advantages, and soon reached 
a distinguished situation in the law and in 
stato employ m ents. 
He was appointed 
Lord Chancellor in 1529, being tne first 
lay man who ever held the office. 
A t all 
periods of his life he was a zealous profes­ 
sor of the Catholic faith, insomuch th a t he 
was at one tim e w ith difficulty restrained 
from becoming a monk. 
W nen H enry 
wished to divorce Catharine he was op­ 
posed by the conscientious More, who ac­ 
cordingly incurred his displeasure and per­ 
ished on the scaffold. 
The literary pro­ 
ductions of M ore are partly in Latiu and 
partly in English ; he adopted the form er 
language probably from taste, the latter for 
the purpose of reaching the commoualty. 
Besides some epistles and other m inor 
w ritings, he wrote in Latin a curious phi­ 
losophical work under the title of " U to ­ 
pia,’’which, describing an im aginary model 
country anil people, has added a word to 
the English language, every scheme of 
national im provem ent founded on extrem e 
theoretical views being since then term ed 
Utopian. 
H , A. Page (nom de plume), born at Dun, 
near Brechiu, Forfarshire, 1837. 
Studied 
at the Edinburgh U niversity, where he dis­ 
tinguished himself in rhetoric, m etaphys­ 
ics, aud moral philosophy. 
H e early 
became connected w ith newspapers as con­ 
trib u to r and editor ; removed to London in 
1S64, and since then has been an active 
contributor to the “ Contem porary R e­ 
view ," under Dean Alford, to the “ British 
Q uarterly,” “ London Q uarterly,” “ Good 
\^ o rd s,” and other reviews and magazines, 
lie has w ritten much in various styles on 
various topics. 
Of his separate w orks we 
m ay m ention : 
“ Memoir of H aw throne,” 
w ith stories now first published in Eng­ 
land ; “ Golden Lives”—an adm irable se­ 
ries of biographies ; and “ O ut and All 
A bout,” a book of fables, and by which the 
author will probably be best known for 
some tim e to come. 
This w ork is full of 
quaint fancy, picturesque hum or, and skill 
in quiet satire ; it displays in a rem arkable 
degree the power of happily selecting sym ­ 
bols and of conveying great m oral lessons 
in simple language. 
W illiam Sawyer, born at Brighton, 26th 
Ju ly , 1828. 
Poet and novelist. 
H e was 
eariy connected w ith literature as a con­ 
trib u to r to the m agazines; 
in 1846 he 
published “ S tray Leaves,” aud in 1849 
“ T hought and R everie,” tw o volumes of 
poems. 
In 1867 appeared his “ Ten M iles 
from T ow n," and 
in 1872 his “ Legend 
of Phyllis"—an exquisite new reading of 
an old story—which established his repu­ 
tation as a poet. 
H e has also w ritten a 
num ber of novels, 
which have appeared 
anonymously. 
Of “ Ten 
M iles 
from 
Tow n,” 
Dr. W estland 
M arston 
s u d : 
“ I t is long since I have enjoyed, in mod­ 
em works, pictures so charm ing, so indi­ 
vidual, so earnestly and conscientiously 
w rought out as those this book presents ; 
or listened to strains of feeling so high 
aud pure, and so finished in point of exe­ 
cution.” 
Grace, fancy, music, and tender 
thought distinguish his poems. 
John Buuyan, the author of “ Pilgrim ’s 
Progress," was born near Bedford, England, 
in 1628, and learned the trade cf a tinker. 
H e 
a drunkard in his yoath, and er- 
ltateu in the Parliam entary Army in 1645, 
a t the age of 20, and, leaving the arm y, 
became a Ba .tist preacher. 
He preached 
at Be f rd till 1660, and was then com­ 
m itted to FUdfor-i j ui, where he remained 
tw elv.

W nils in prison he wrote 
the " I i 
>'h Progress ” and other works, 
amoui- i 
• u t sixty volumes. 
A fter 
his litan 
• resumed hrs m inisterial 
labor*, ....

G ilbert Burnet, Bishop of Salisbury, an 
em inent 
British historian, bom in E lin- 
burch, 1643, died 1715. 
Professor in the 
U niversity of Glasgow 1668-75, he after­ 
ward removed to London, and was an sole 
defender of civil liberty in th e revolntion 
of 1688. 
His great works are “ H istory cf 
the Reform ation in E ngland” (1679-1715), 
and “ H istory of H is Own Tim es ’’ (post­ 
humous, 1724 34). 
Horace Greeley was born in A m herst, N. 
H ., February 3, 1811. 
Leaving the home 
farm when 15 years old, he entered s p rin t­ 
ing office at E ast Poultncy, V t., where, 
alter learning to set type, he assisted in 
conducting a newspaper. 
This was thebe- 
ginning of bis career in journalism , in which 
for m any years he was the forem ost fignre 
in America. 
He was founder of the New 
Y ork Tribune, which he edited till his 
death, N ovem ber 29, 1872. 
Upon all so­ 
cial and economical questions M r Greeley 
wielded great influence. 
In 1872 be was 
the nominee of tha Liberal Republican 
party for th e Presidency. 
Among his best 
known w oiksare, “ The American C inflict" 
and “ Recollections of a Busy Life.” 
Jo h n Scott (1730 1783) was our only 
Q uaker poet until Bernard Barton graced 
the order w ith a sprig of laurel. 
Scott was 
the son of a draper in London, who retired 
to Amwell, ic H ertfordshire, and here the 


poet spent his day*, im proving his garden 
and ground*, and w riting moral and de­ 
scriptive poems, elegies, eclogues, epistles, 
etc. 
Scott fondly hoped to immortalize 
his native village, on which he wrote a 
poem, “ A m w ell,” 1776 ; bu t of all bis 
works only “ The Drum ” are remembered. 
G ottfried A ugust 
Burger, 
a German 
lyric poet, was born in Saxony in 1748, and 
died a t G ottingeu in 1794. 
A fter study­ 
ing law and theology, and imbibing a dis­ 
gust for both. Burger began to w rite ve/’se. 
H e learned English, and became a passion­ 
ate lover of Snakespeare. 
Percy ’s “ Rel- 
iques of A ncient English P oetry,” which 
appeared in 1765, gave him a bent tow aid 
ballad poetry, and in 1774 he published his 
“ L enore” in the 
“ Alm anack 
of 
the 
Muses ’’ for th a t year. 
This weird and 
powerful ballad, which Burger is said to 
have founded on some fragm ents of a ghost 
story, which he heard a peasant girl sing­ 
ing by moonlight, made him famous. 
But 
the poet was destitute of sound judgm ent, 
which m ight have turned to account his 
great talents. 
H is life was a record of 
poverty and failure, of unhappy marriages 
and ill-regulated passions. 
B sides the 
ballad of “ Lenore ” (also w ritten “ Elle- 
n o re” aud “ Lsnora ") one of Burger's beBt 
poems is “ Der wilde Ju g e r.” 
H is poems 
(only in part translated) form three vol­ 
umes, and he also wrote copiously in prose 
upon esthetics. 
“ Lenore” has been tran s­ 
lated by tevei a! hands, and W alter Scott 
founded his fine pcem 
“ W illiam and 
H elen ” upon it. 
- 
Francis L.con, B iron Verulam , V iscount 
St. Albans’, born a t York House, Strand, 
London, 221 January, 1561; died a t High- 
gate, 9:h A pril, 162J. 
Law yer, statesm an 
and philosopher. 
Queen Elizabeth and 
Jam es I. were his patrons. 
‘Ben Jonson 
was one of his m ost faithful friends. 
He 
attained the highest position as a states­ 
man ; he has earned im m ortality as an 
author ; he reaped a rich harvest of suc­ 
cess during his iife, and endured its bane 
in the maiice and contem pt of those who 
envied him, or who were honestly opposed 
to him. 
He was accused of ingratitude to 
I those who helped him to rise—notably to 
i the Earl of Essex, the eometime favorite 
of E hzrbeth—and of corruption in his of- 
tice of Lord Chancellor. 
From this office 
be retired in disgrace, and had to pay’ a 
tine of £40,000 for his misdeeds. 
H is de­ 
fense has been warm ly taken up by several 
modern writers, bu t the poet’s po rtrait of 
him as “ The wisest, brightest, m eanest of 
m ankind” still clmgs to his memory. 
The 
book of "E -sa y s or M oral Counsels’ was 
the first of bis published w oiks, and his 
last days were occupied in revising it. 
Dugald S tuart said of this volum e: “ I t is 
one of those where the superiority of his 
genius appears to the greatest advantage, 
the novelty and depth of bis reflections 
often receiviug a strong relief from the 
triteness of his subject. 
It may be read 
from beginning to end in a few hours; and 
yet, after the tw entieth perusal, one seldom 
fads to rem ark in it som ething overlooked 
before. 
This indeed is a characteristic of 
a:l Bacon's w ritings, and Í3 only to bo 
accounted for by the inexhaustible alim ent 
they furnish to our own thoughts, and the 
sym pathetic activity they im part to our 
torpid faculties.” 
H is chief works w ere: 
the “ Novum O rgaaum ”—intended to be 
“ the science of a better aud more perfect 
use of reason in the investigation of things, 
and of the true aids to the understanding ; ” 
“ The H istory of H enry V I I .;” “ The A d ­ 
vancem ent of L earn in g ;” “ Da Sapientia 
\ eterum ” (the W isdom of the A ncients); 
“ A pothegm s,” etc. 
H e was lauded as 
“ the glory aud ornam ent of his age and 
nation.”

The United States Crops—Food Supply of 
Europe—Sugar in C alifo rn ia- 
Early Fains. 


A TATTOOED YOUTH. 


B irnum , a few years ago, introduced 
Captain C ostent-nus to the Am erican pub­ 
lic as an exemplification of the South Sea 
Islanders in the art of tattooing the human 
frame w ith pictures of flowers, birds, etc. 
B ut the w ork on the G reek’s body pales 
when compared w ith th a t show n by a 
young man who stopped over in th e city 
an evening or tw o ago, on his way from 
Saratoga to his home in Syracuse. H is name 
is H enry Frum ell, and be is but 21 years 
of age 
A lthough so young he has aocord- 
ing to^his own story, seen considerable life. 
In 18/6 he ran away from home, and ship­ 
ped on a m erchant vessel which was trad ­ 
ing among the \ \ aehiDgton islands in the 
Suuth Pacific. 
W hile there he nr.,? o r?c a n t 
the tattooiug process, w hich he describes 
as to e most painful torture ever endured. 
“ How was it done, and by whom ?” was 
asked by the reporter. 
“ By th e native?, and w ith six needles 
fastened to a s.iok. 
Do you see them ?" 
(showing the backs of his 
hands and 
w rists.) 
" T h e re is a lady’s face on one 
and a m an’s o d the other. 
Vermillion red 
and indigo blue were used, being pricked 
in w ith tne needles. 
Now you see th a t the 
work is executed ju st as neatly and per­ 
fectly as it could possibly be in the hum an 
skin. 
W ell, it took weeks before the de­ 
sign was finished, and it had to be pricked 
over a num ber of tim es.” 
“ I t m ust have been painful.” 
“ I t was. 
B ut then I had no choice but 
to subm it.” 
“ W hy, were you compelled to undergo 
the tattooing ?” 
“ H ardly that, but it was wiser to do 
so.” 
“ How could natives execute the work 
so perfectly?” 
“ They used designs given them by a 
sailor named John W ells, who belonged to 
an English vessel. 
ThoBe on my w rist are 
not so perfect as on other portions of mv 
body.” 
. 
“ Did they tattoo you all over ?” 
“ All except a small portion of the left 
leg above the ankle.” 
Being pressed, Frum ell m odestly showed 
some ot the dealt ns on his person. 
On his 
back, extending from shou der to shoulder, 
and from the nape of th e neck downward, 
was a spirited illustration of tw o ships in 
action. 
Below it is a snake w ith protrud­ 
ing fangs and a scroll w ith Paul Jones’ 
m otto, “ D on't tread on m e.” 
Oa his 
breast is the national coat of arms worked 
on the breast of an American eagle w ith 
pinions outspread, aud the national colors 
iu its beak. 
This covers the entire breast 
from arm pit to arm pit, and from the throat 
downw ard. 
B oth arm s are literally cov­ 
ered w ith designs cf beasts, birds and 
flowers. 
The lower limbs aro also orna­ 
m ented, one w ith th e “ Crucifixion of 
(Jurist,” and the other w ith the shamrock, 
harp of Erin and other deiigns. 
E tch 
knee-cap looks like a fall-blown rose with 
its vivid coloring and alm ost peifect im ita­ 
tion of th at fl iwer. 
The rem ainder of his 
b io y is 
sim ilarly decorated, over fivo

being 
oceup:ed 
in 
the 
pro­ 
cess,

His

S unday in E urofk. —A benevolent cor­ 
respondent begs to be allowed to remind 
American tourists of the inestim able boon 
conferred on their fellow-crestures by the 
national habit cf not traveling on Sundays 
when abroad. 
W e have the personal testi­ 
mony of proprietors of large foreign hotels 
frequented by Americana to thi* effect. 
Take the tow n of D.j in. 
M any American 
travelers pass througn Dijon weekly, and 
yet so invariably is their habit of avoiding 
Sunday travel th a t th e day is, compara­ 
tively speaking, one of re«t, not only' for 
the m asters of hotel*, b nt for th eir entire 
etaff—waiters, cooks, and la«t, b nt not 
least, th eir horse*. 
M any other of onr Sun­ 
day observances are coming into vogne in 
France. 
Th6 Sunday work of th e post­ 
man is bemg curtailed. 
In m ost French 
tow ns cow shop* and business offices are 
olossd early on Sunday mornings, many are 
not open at all, and little by liit’e the sum 
total of Sunday toil is being diminished. 
I t is gratifying to find, therefore, th at while 
we are im itating our French friends, or 
trying to do so, in the m atter of obtaining 
Sunday recreation for all, they are copying 
n* in respects equally im portant to the 
well-beiog of the laborious section of the 
oenam unity. 


So far as we can judge from our exchanges 
and the report of the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture a t W aehirgtoc, the crops over the 
whole country are turning out better than 
was expected. 
W inter wheat, according to 
the returns for Jnly, is above the average, 
being 104, a higher figure than at any time 
since 1874. 
Spriu¿ wheat comes fully up to 
the standard, 100, and, basing calculations 
upon these average*, tha prospect is that 
the total yield may be five hundred millions. 
I t was estimated that, with an average yield 
of twelve bushels to the acre, the crop would 
aggregate 450,000,000 bu-he’s. 
The aggre­ 
gate of 1830 was 380,280,0(10. 
But Irom re­ 
ports of the press of later date, we find that 
it is likelv the avirsge will be com-iderably 
over twelve bushels .'o the acre, and in that 
ease the aggregate will be raia-.l in prop >r- 
tinn. 
Corn abo pr mired well iu Jtfiy ; 
there was an increa-e in rr.-a planted ovtr 
last year of f ur percent. Corn has come for­ 
ward in all the corn-raising State?, and prom­ 
ises now considerably over an average yield. 
Oats and barley were also in high c edition, 
aud the latter reports w arrant the statem ent 
th at these crops will b th be exceptionally 
good. 
There is a much larger atea in pota­ 
toes than last year, *nd tha condition is ex­ 
ceptionally good. 
We know cur own crops 
are turning out at the machine considerably 
better than farmere dared to anticipate. The 
average ot the State may come up to 15, and 
may exceed 15. bu.-bels to the acre. 
The 
w lo it crop of KansaR, at 20 96 bushels r er 
acre, ip like'y to give an aggregate of 32.013,­ 
711 bushels. 
From Kentucky, Missouri, 
Ohio, Georgia and Tennessee, and other 
im portant grain growing 8 titee, the reports 
are favorable, and we may eafelv expect a 
large exce-** over lest year far the whole 
country. 
Prie s are favor ble, and should 
the Egyptian diffi -ulty conti ,ue and bring a 
complication of mote c untriej, prices may 
be expec.ed to advance. 
W hen Europe is in 
trouble America is called on to furnish food, 
and it can he (btained nowhere else 
The 
farmers of the U nited States have a splendid 
opportunity now and a good prorp’.ct ahead. 


The Food Supply of Europe 
W hen a whol6 group of nations is increas­ 
ing in population and decreasing in produc­ 
tion it becomes a serious question how to 
supply the people with food. This is the 
present positiin cf Europe. 
The population 
of Europe is on an average increasing 3,000,­ 
000 annually. 
The present gram and meat 
production of all the European countries falls 
short of the present production of these 
articles about 793 000 tons of meat and 343,­ 
000,000 bushels, or 8,5(0 000 tonp, of grain. 
This <!- fieit represents the amount of the pres­ 
ent average imports ot the.=e two articles from 
other countries. 
This deficit is equal to 
about one-twelfth of the while production, 
la other words, Europe supplies her own 
people with fool e lv e n months in the year, 
and buys enough to carry them through the 
other month. 
In tha face of this tact it is 
known that the meat producli n and grain 
production aredecreasiug instead of ir creasing. 
England represents the greatest deficit com 
t a-ed to her population, but the fact that all 
Europe is falling behind and cannot supply 
the people with food shows that England can 
not depmd on a surplus from Russia, H un­ 
gary, Holland er Denmark to make up her 
deficit, and must therefore go to another con­ 
tinent for it. She must come to America for 
a large snare of her meat and grain over what 
she produc e herself. 
W hile England is 
failing io agriculture she is increasing her 
commerce, and is doing the carrying trade for 
the continent. 
Iu this way bhe may not only 
be holding her own in wealth, but acffially 
increa-icg it. 
England built last j ear more 
vessels than ever before in one year—the n-w 
tonnage being, in round numbers, 1 009 000 
tons. 
Thus, while the United States will 
make money off of Europe by her agriculture, 
Kagland will make money iff of Europe by 
carrying our agricultural products to the E u­ 
ropean markets. 


Sugar iu california. 
T he Chinese and African sugar canes both 
grow well iu editor:.in. 
Our climate could 
ni>t t “ — ■— 
I-- trim „ i vr —T H i (Jf 11. cm . 
canes. 
There is no trouble in making sugar 
from these canes, 
W e pay two cents a 
pound mere for eugar here than they pay in the 
L ist, and four cents a pound mere than is 
paid in Europe. 
W hy. then, do we not make 
our own sugar ? Simply because there is held 
over the California farmers a threat that if 
they attem pted the production of ‘ugar their 
enterprise will prove a feilure. 
W hat is this 
threar ? The fact that sugar is imported into 
Svn Francisco from the Sandwich Islands free 
of dutv. 
Sugar can be produced iu the Sand­ 
wich Islands, wita cheep land and cheap la­ 
bor, much cheaper than we oau produce it, 
aud it can be laid down iu Ssa Francisco, 
duty free, at a less cost than it can be laid 
down in any other port in the Union paying 
duty. 
And yet we pay more for our own 
sugar than the people of the Atlantic elope 
have to pay. 
The ability to produce and iru- 
p rt it cheaply, and not the fact that it is 
produced, imported and sold cheap, destroys 
the 
cultivation 
of sugar 
in 
Cilifornia. 
The reciprocity treaty with the Hawaiian 
L-lands has built up a monopoly in sugar that 
at once prevents its production in our State 
and makes sugar dear, r here than iu any 
other part of the c untry. 
W ho gets the 
benefit cf the reciprocity treaty ? 
Certainly 
not the consumers of sugar, and certainly t e 
agricultural interests of the State are injured. 
Tne production of sugar wcu'd help to divers­ 
ity and enrich our agriculture. 
Wr.o knows 
how much sugar (the product of other coun­ 
tries) comes int.o ¿an Francisco from the H a­ 
waiian Island: ? 


F arly Rains 
The rainy season is yet a good way r-ff, but 
early showers may be near a t hand. 
In 1831 
we had a goed shower on the 21st of Septem­ 
ber, a little more than a month from this 
date. 
W e have had lately two or three end 
den changes in the weather, uthered in by 
cool winds and fogs ccmiog up the valley 
from the ocean.

The hot, redding sun in the 
mid .le of the day indicates moisture in 
the air, which only needs favor: Me condi­ 
tions to cause it to collect and f .11 in dr p-. 
Grain-growers will probably secure and sell 
their grain early this seaBon, and thns piece 
it beyond damage ; but raisiu-maker? have to 
wait tiil their grapes are in proper condition 
of ripeness b fore they can cuinmer ce opera­ 
tions. 
As the season is late so are the grapes, 
and the probability is th it th re will bi a de­ 
mand for froit dryers in which to finish up 
the curing of the raisics after they have been 
partly cured in the eun. 
3 h ee who propo-e 
to make large quantities of raisins wi 1 of 
coarse be looking into this question, and pre­ 
paring to be in a measure independent of the 
weather.

ago planten 
out extensive 
orchard* of B artlett pears hit the nail on the 
head for the cannery hnsiass». 
There i* an 
adaptability of the B artlett to all the u.es for 
which pears are wanted. 
I : is one t* the 
best eating pears known, and the tree is a 
good bearer. 


T h e Sm eia o f P a in t.—To get rid of 
this m ost objeotionable odor in a cham ber 
or a living-room, slice a few onions and 
p u t them in a pail of w ater in th e center 
of the room ; close th e doors, leave th e 
window open a little, and in a few hours 
the disagreeable sm elt will have alm ost 
gone. 
A nother m ethod is to plnnge a 
handful of hay into a pailful of w ater, and 
let it stand in the new ly-painted room over 
a n ig h t; this plan is also effectual. 
The 
foregoing have the im portant advantage of 
being simple remedies, as the necessary 
m aterials are alw ays easily obtainable. 
's et another plan, b a t it is rath er more 
complicated : Place a grate of lighted char­ 
coal on a piece of flag or slate in the center 
of the room, and throw on it a handful or 
two of juniper berries ; shut out all venti­ 
lation from the room for 
tw enty.four 
hours ; the doors and w indow : can then be 
opened, when it will be found th a t th e 
nasty, sickly smell of paint has entirely 
gone. 
The furniture m ay be left in th e 
room during the process, and none of it 
will be injured. —[A rchitect.

“ By the way. Jack, yon have never told 
me how it was that George Considine left 
the army.

“ * Hallo, Considine !’ he called out, ‘I 
was just coming to call upon you. Heard 


yesterday you were down here. How do? 
‘“ St. Just, by Jove !’ 
“ It struck me that Considine’g exclama­ 
tion betrayed more surprise than pleasure. 
However, he returned the greeting cor­ 
dially enough, and introduced me. I had 
heard of this Colonel St. Just before, and 
knew a little about him—enough, in fact, 
to make me rather curious to see him.

say ? I hope you will give me the pleas­ 
ure of your company, Captain Kenyon, 
though I am afraid you will find it rather 
slow after Indian gayeties.’ 
“ I accepted. \\ ith a good deal of shout­ 
ing at the horses, and ‘Good nights’ ex­ 
changed, they dashed off in the gathering 
mist.‘“ I didn't know St. Just was a friend 
of yours, George,’ I said, as we shouldered 
our guns and plodded on again. 
“ ‘Oh, I have met him two or three 
times ; I don’t know him very well,’ he 
answered, wi.b some reserve, remarking 
pleasautly that he wished he had not ac­ 
cepted the invitation ; he supposed all the 
other fellows knew about it. 
“ ‘ Dare say they do, but you must face 
that.’

“ I took a heavy heart with me to cover- 
side that morning, Charlie.

Ay, I think it was 
the best I ever had, and longer by twenty 
minutes than the one to-day. A burning 
scent, breast high, and not a check all 
along.

' 
“ Considine kept on my left hand as we 
went up Longbrook valley. He was riding 
a clever little mare ef St. Just’s, a chestnut 
with a vile temper, which she displayed at 
her fences pretty frequently. Considine 
lost his temper once or twice ; but he man­ 
aged to get bis owd way with the little 
biute, and was in the first fight when the 
fox was headed and turned west again over 
the Wixhope common. 
“ Myhorse was getting a little winded 
then, and I knew 1 must ride carefully if I 
wished to see anything of the finish. Con­ 
sidine passed me. His mare had cooled 
down, and was going splendidly with a 
free yet steady gallop, that left many a vet­ 
eran in the rear. The pace increased as we 
neared the edge of the common and caught 
sight of Wixhope village, lying in the hol­ 
low, and the blue smoke wreaths curling 
up into the misty sunlight that had 
struggled through the bank of gray cloud 
above it.

But my 
horse cleared it, fell, aud recovered him­ 
self before I turned round in my saddle to 
glance behind. 
“ Some fifty yards lower down there was 
a tremendous drop, a wide, deep ditch, and 
a bit of boggy ground, altogether the 
nastiest place you can imagine, and there 
Considine had jumped. He must have been 
mad to attempt it with a horse a bit tired. 
I suppose the mare cleared it, though, for 
she lay on the bank beyond the ditch. I 
saw his fair head dowu on the wet, red 
clay, a flashing out of white heels, as the 
mare struggled and got up, and I knew 
there was something awfully wrong. 
“ I believe I was the first to reach him ; 
but, ere I could speak, half a dozen flasks 
were thrust into my hand, and a half a 
dozen dismayed faces bending over the still, 
slight figure. St. Juat'a voice stilled the 
momentary confusión. 
‘Is that you, 
Forbes ? Come here. Stand back, please, 
gentlemeD. It is fortunate that we have a 
doctor at band.’ 
“ Some of them moved away, and 
Forbes, the Wixhope surgeon, strode up. 
A big, rough-lookiug fellow he was, with 
the voiie and touch of a woman. I knelt, 
with George’s head on my arm, while he 
went to work. He looked up at me in a 
minute or two, and shook his head. ‘Can’t 
do anything ; he is dying. No, don’t try 
to move him ; it will not last long.’ 
“ Something else, he Baid ; but I neither 
heard nor heeded more. They moved still 
further away, the other fellows, and stood 
staring at each other in silence and dismay. 
I think St. Just was beside me ; I heard 
him speak to the doctor once or twice, but 
I hadn’t a thought to give him. I saw 
nothing but the white face upturned to the 
dull gray sky, and the crushed, motionless 
figure that blast of hot n or ring of horse- 
hoofs would never wake to life and vigor 
again.

Couaidine died 
peacefully as a brave man should, a smile 
on his lips, and his eyes still seeking 
mine even in the little struggle which, 
thank God, did not last long. 
“ Yes, yes, they ran to earth at Austey 
Wood, and fonnd again there. This wine 
is rather muddy, eh, old fellow ?’’ 
Was it?—or were the keen, dark eyes 
—that a few weeks back had faced death 
so calmly, measuring distances so well, in 
the hand-to-hand encouDter with a dozen 
desperate foes, and Major Kenyon, fight­ 
ing his mes, had won his Victoria Cross 
— were they tilled with tears ?—[The

THE CHIHE8E QUESTION AID THE PEE88 
OF BAH FRAHCISCO. 


T us Red Bluff fire of Thursday night was the 
m ost destructive of any th at has ever visited that 
city. The insurance ioes will make a load call upon 
th e surplus of local insurance companies. 


So ran as reported, the candi Ja cs for Governor 
and other positions have given assurances to both 
tides of the debris controversy that they are a 1 
tig h t on the question 


The w a t of secession w a s precipitated 
through the preponderance of local over 
national loyalty in the Southern States. 
The South Carolina Nullification had the 
same origin. 
Prior to I860, however, the 
relative weight of state and national obli­ 
gations was not conclusively determined. 
Since the close of the rebellion sn¿ the 
adoption of the constitutional amendments 
this question has been res adjudícala, and 
there is no excuse for any attem pt to ele­ 
vate state above national sentiment. 
Yet 
in the face of this fact the press of San 
Francisco, without distinction of party, has 
for years encouraged and approved the 
most barefaced endeavors to ignore, tra­ 
verse and override the Constitution of the 
United States and the laws and treaties 
made nnder it, in connection with the Chi­ 
nese question. 
The legislature of the 
State has repeatedly been required to pass 
laws which were on their face so strongly 
antagonistic to the organic law of the na­ 
tion that their invalidity was obvious to 
the meanest capacity. 
Nothing was more 
certain than that each and all of these dis­ 
criminating enactments would be declared 
unconstitutional eo soon as the Courts 
passed upon them. 
Nothing was clearer 
than the duty of the Courts to pronounce 
them invalid. 
And yet the press of San 
Francisco has never hesitated to assail with 
the most unmeasured denunciation the 
Judges who have performed their plain 
duty. 
Unfortunately it is not difficult to 
discover the animus of this policy, but it is 
assuredly not easy to discover the wisdom 
of it. 
To abuse Judges who merely apply 
the law to the cases before them is alike 
unjust and irrational. 
It is most unfair to 
the objects of such vituperation, seeing 
that they hare no option. 
It is most use­ 
less, seeing that the authority of the na­ 
tional Constitution will unquestionably 
continue paramount, no matter what sec­ 
tional opposition is made to it. 
It would seem to be the duty and func­ 
tion of a self-respecting and high-minded 
press to uphold the organic law, and when­ 
ever that law is sought to be evaded, to 
point out clearly the limits of possible 
State action. 
No good results can flow 
from any other course. 
Journals which at­ 
tack Judges for simply performing their 
duty, and accuse them of improper bias 
because they do not recognize the lawful­ 
ness of enactments which an unprejudiced 
schoolboy must know to be in contraven­ 
tion of the Constitution, can only inflame 
the passions of the ignorant, and create in 
the public mind a sentiment incompatible 
with loyalty to the National Government. 
And it should be plain enough that tne 
creation of such a sentiment can issue in 
nothing more practical and useful than the 
exhibition of impotent rage and discontent, 
snch as disgraced the ¡State on the occasion 
of President A rthur’s veto of the twenty- 
years bill. 
Demonstrations of that kind 
cannot effect anything. 
On the contrary, 
they cause the public opinion of California 
to be regarded as altogether unreasonable 
and even seditious ; and they alienate the 
sympathy of conservative and thinking 
men all through the country. 
No lawyer 
of any reputation, for example, would 
venture to deny the Boundness of Judge 
Field’s recent decision on the so-called 
laundry ordinance. 
But the San Francisco 
press has treated that decision as though, 
instead of being a simple application of 
well-established legal principles, it had been 
an arbitary and despotic opinion, traceable 
only to some secret spring of malice in the 
mind of the Court. 
Nor is this the worst of the matter. The 
journals referred to could not take Jodge 
Field’s argument as it stood, and controvert 
it, eo they one and all misrepresented and 
garbled it, and declaimed fiercely against 
poeitirus which the- Court had not taken. 
To what practical end was this coarse pur­ 
sued ? I t appears to us that it could only 
mislead the most ignorant. 
Intelligent 
men would be sure to read the decision of 
theCourt for themselves, and when they per­ 
ceived that the papers'bad so misconstrued 
its tenor, they would be very apt to con­ 
clude either that the able editors were pre- 
tem aturally stupid, or very unscrupulous. 
Insulting and berating Jndges is in truth a 
very poor policy, when it is clear that they 
have done no more than their duty. 
If it 
is the purpose of the Sin Francisco press 
to create a public opinion in favor of nulli­ 
fication, it becomes possible to comprehend 
the policy pursued. 
Even in that pase, 
however, it remains impossible to perceive 
the wisdom or saneness of 
the policy. 
California is an integral part of the UnioD, 
and mnst so remain. 
Her people must 
obey the national Constitution and the 
treaties made under it. 
It is completely 
useless for them to think of disobedience 
in this connection. 
The passing of uncon­ 
stitutional laws and ordinances, such as the 
queue and laundry ordinances, can effect 
nothing. 
All such enactments will be de­ 
clared invalid by the Courts, and will have 
to be abandoned as soon bp tested. 
And 
considering how many lessons of this 
kind the State has already received, it cer­ 
tainly seems nothing less than fatnous to 
persist in such attempts to do nnlawful 
things. 
The San Francisco press, however, docs 
not appear to posses the moral courage to 
stand np for the right against an ignorant 
and prejudiced sentiment. 
I t follows the 
erode ideas of the populace, and encour­ 
ages the latter in the vainest and most 
futile of expectations. 
The plain fact is 
that all these unconstitutional laws and 
ordinances are the stepping-stones of dema­ 
gogues, who hope to riBe to power by pre­ 
tending to do what «-very intelligent man 
knows caDno; be done. 
And all the froth 
and cant and reckless vitnperation of the 
San Francisco papers merely tends to help 
these demagogues. 
The public respect for 
the highest Conrta in the land is under­ 
mined by all manner of unfounded and 
perverse accusations, to no other or bet­ 
ter end than the bolstering up of some 
unprincipled politician, who is langhing in 
his sleeve at the gullibility of the masses 
all the time he pretends to be devoted to 
their interests. 
Oar contemporaries do 
themselves discredit 
by 
their coarse 
in this regard. 
If they are so fear­ 
ful 
of 
losing circulation 
or 
adver­ 
tisements 
th at 
they dare 
not 
tell 
the truth when it may run counter to a 
prevalent prejudice, it is certain that their 
cowardice will not save them long. 
At 
present they arc drifting into an nntenable 
position. 
By trying to magnify state’s 
rights, and by seeking to belittle the su­ 
preme law of the land, they are sowing 
the seeds of mischief. 
Only calamity can 
come from the fruition of snch seeds, and 


the Chinese problem cannot by any snch 
course be advanced towards a solution. 
Those who cannot see this mast be exceed­ 
ingly obtnse, snd those who willfully shat 
their eyes to it are certainly not trust­ 
worthy leaders of 
pnblic opinion. 
Dis­ 
criminating legislation against the Chinese 
will not he permitted, and that fact might 
as well be recognized first as last. 


BTOHEMAH 
AS 
A 
REGULATOR. 


General Stoneman has been a failure in 
all his enterprises snd occupations. 
A bad 
eo'.dier, an unreliable 
Indian Commis­ 
sioner, and a complete fiasco as Itailrosd 
Commissioner, his aggregate defects and 
demerits are now put forward by the Dem­ 
ocratic press as sufficient reasons for elect­ 
ing him Governor, 
Throughout his public 
career he has sought to trade upon an 
insufficient capital, and has also endeav­ 
ored to eke ont his meager resources with 
transparent shams. 
Having received the 
Democratic nomination for Governor he 
thought it wonld be a taking thiDg to pose 
in the Railroad Commission as a great 
regulator. 
Here as elsewhere, however, 
his intellectual deficiencies frustrated his 
undertaking. 
He had not given the trans­ 
portation question enough study to com­ 
prehend it, and nnfortunately for him, 
qnackery cannot escape detection in such 
matters. He proposed what he was pleased 
to call a redaction of passenger rates, no 
doubt hoping and expecting that his col­ 
leagues would refuse to vote for it, and 
that he wonld consequently be credited 
with a sincere desire to benefit the public. 
Bat his colleagues were very much better 
informed on the subject than he was, and 
they at ouce pointed ont that the changes 
which he proposed would, if carried into 
effect, enable the railroads to increase 
their 
rates, 
instead 
of 
reducing 
them. 
Stoneman was quite unprepared 
for this opportune exposure of his dema­ 
gogy, and he could not meet it at all. 
It 
was made manifest to all who read the re­ 
port oi the proceedings of the Railroad 
Commission, that he did not understand 
the consequences of his own propositions, 
and that in fact he had endeavored to in­ 
crease rates, while pretending to redace 
them. 
And this is a fair illustration of 
Stoneman’s methods and character. 
He is 
perfectly willing to obtain all the credit 
possible from acts which he has not per­ 
formed, and which he is incapable of per­ 
forming. 
He is just the kind of man to 
make a thoroughly impiacticable proposi­ 
tion, thinking that because it is rejected 
the public may accept it as a genuine 
measure of reform. 
I t may be said that 
this is not the portrait of an upright man. 
Possibly not. 
But a man who has shown 
himself capable of drawing for twelve 
years money to which he had no shadow of 
a claim; who persists in holding offices 
which he cannot legally hold ; who in 
short evidently cares more for the emolu­ 
ments of office than for the faithful per­ 
formance of its duties ; cannot be classed 
with strictly moral citizens in any event. 
The obvious fact is that General Stoneman 
is a demagogue ; and no demagogue can be 
upright. 


INTERIOR CITIES AND TRANSPORTATION. 


In a recent article in this paper we 
pointed out the fact that the advantages 
afforded to the interior by the transporta­ 
tion system of the country was necessarily 
a source of irritation to the mercantile in­ 
terests of San Francisco. 
To more plainly 
elucidate this fact it needs only that a 
plain and simple narration of facts should 
be made. 
San Francisco. Sacramento, 
Stockton, Marysville, San Jose and Los 
Angeles are established through points. 
That is to say, freights from through 
points at the East are shipped to these 
places equally at the exact same cast. 
Freights from New York, Chicago or other 
Eastern commercial centers, are delivered 
in Sacramento at the samo cost to the im­ 
porter as at San Francisco. 
Then in the 
distribution of such freight the cities named 
possess an advantage over the metropolis for 
all sections snpplied by them. For instance, 
for all places in the San Joaquin valley 
Stockton may become the commercial basis 
and distribnting center, because while re­ 
ceiving supplies at the same rates obtain­ 
able in San Francisco, the freight from 
Stockton to the consumers in the San 
Joaquin valley is less than from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Similar illustrations may be made 
relating to the other through points named. 
If the mercantile interests of San Franoisco 
controlled the rates, the advantages pos­ 
sessed by the interior cities wonld be at 
once eliminated ; while, on the other hand, 
if the mercantile interests ot the interior 
cities controlled the situation, the advan­ 
tages cow possessed wonld be greatly aug­ 
mented. 
It is in fact demonstrated that 
nearly all the agitation on the subject of 
freight and passenger rateB is dne to a de­ 
sire to gain special and discriminating 
favors than to any real complaint against 
existing conditions or facts. 
Both indi­ 
viduals and communities are seeking to 
serve their own interest, and hence rates 
approved by one place or class are rarely 
acceptable to any other. 


GLASCOCK 
OH 
THE 
SUNDAY 
LAW. 


When he spoke in Sacramento Mr. Glas­ 
cock has not a single word to say on the 
Sunday law issue. 
Now, however, he ap­ 
pears to have discovered th at it is not safe 
to ignore that question, and in a speech to 
a San Francisco Democratic Club he in­ 
dorsed the San Jose Sunday law plank, ex­ 
pressed a hope that the law wonld be re­ 
pealed, and took square ground in favor of 
the abolition of the poor man’s holiday. 
“ Such laws,” he is reported as saying, 
“ were utterly inconsistent in a country 
“ that boasted of religions liberty,” 
We 
are glad that Mr. Glascock has had the 
manliness to take a definite position against 
all Sunday laws, for th at is precisely the 
attitude in which we would have the Dem­ 
ocratic party. 
Some Democratic papers 
have hitherto tried te 3huffie out of the 
issue, by pretindiDg that the platform did 
not mean what it says. 
Mr. Glascock, 
however, realizes the futility of all attem pts 
to evade the significance of the platform, 
and he consequently faces

frankly. 
As a candidate for Congressman 
at large he must be regarded as good au­ 
thority on this head. 
Henceforth, there- 
forefore, it will have to be admitted by the 
Democratic press that their party is com­ 
m itted to the abolition of Sunday, and to 
the promotion of intemperance, vice, and 
the most debasing kind of servitude for 
'the masses.

FOOTE’S 
PROTESTATIONS, 


In a speech at Oakland W. W. Foote 
the other night said that “ if elected he 
“ would do the railroad companies justice, 
“ but he wonld stand aloof from all direot 
“ connection with them.” 
Precisely what 
the latter part of this remark means we do 
not know. 
But if Mr. Foote is prepared 
to do justice to the railroad companies he 
certainly has most grossly belied himself. 
In a former communication he stated th at if 
elected he would at once advocate a twenty 
per cent, reduction in freights and fares, 
without looking into the question at all ; 
and after that he said he wonld be prepared 
to investigate, to see how much more of 
the railroad earnings could be confiscated. 
Now a man who will make such declara­ 
tions either does not know what justice is, 
or he is resolved to act unjustly. 
For the 
tw enty per cent, reduction proposed by 
him would under the circumstances be 
neither more nor less than an arbitrary and 
blind confiscation, not differing in any 
essential respect from highway robbery. 
If Mr. Foote has discovered that he cannot 
recommend himself to the people by such 
outrageous and iniquitous propositions, he 
perhaps has found it advisable to pretend 
a willingness to do justice. 
But from a 
dishonest candidate no justice or truth 
can be expected, and Mr. Foote proved 
himself to be a dishonest candidate when 
he announced his readiness to confiscate the 
property of his fellow citizens in the man­ 
ner described. 
His present protestations, 
therefore, are altogether unreliable.

man who will take such pledges as he has 
can be trusted in nothing.

CURIOUS 
BLUNDERS. 


The New York Evening Pont, usually 
the most careful and accurate of journals, 
makes two strange blunders close together, 
in a recent issue. 
It speaks of General 
Sutter as the discoverer of gold in Cali­ 
fornia, and it asserts that Henry George 
is an Englishman by birth. 
General Sut­ 
ter had no more to do with the discovery 
of gold in California than the man in the 
moon. That discovery was made by James 
W. Marshall, who was at the time in partner­ 
ship with Sutter in the sawmill at Coloma. 
It was in the millrace there th at he found 
the first gold, and Sutter knew nothing 
about it until the following day, and even 
when the'gold was shown to him he re­ 
fused to believe in its genuineness until it 
had been tested with acid, and weighed in 
water. 
As to the Post's second mistake, 
Henry George ia an American, born in 
Philadelphia, and he had never been in 
Europe until he went over there a couple 
of years ago.

BAH FRANCISCO HEWS. 


No examination has yet been had in the 
case of the half-breed Russian, Vladimir 
Navmoff, who was brought here by the 
steamer St. Paul for trial, on the charge of 
killing one Shapasnikoff, on one of the 
Aleutian islands on last Fourth of Jnly. 
By some inexplicable inadvertence the wit­ 
nesses to the tragedy were not bronght, 
and the examination cannot be made until 
the arrival of the revenae cotter Thomas 
H. Corwin, which is expected in a few days 
with the absent witnesses. 
Suit for 8299 has been begun by John G. 
Henning in the Justices’ Court against the 
Presidio and 
FeiTy Railroad Company. 
For cause of action the plaintiff alleges 
that on May 31st a field of barley owned 
b y him was set on tire by sparks emitted 
from the steam dummies running from the 
junction of Union and Steiner Btrcets to 
the Presidio. ^ On June 25th the crop was 
again set on fire in the same manner, de­ 
stroying the rest of the crop and damaging 
the improvements on the land. 
The City of Rio de Janeiro arrived in 
port Thursday night at 6:30 o’clock from 
Panama. 
She had on board, besides sixty- 
nine white pa.-sengers, a crew of three 
Chinese and nine Chinese passengers. The 
latter Celestials claimed to be merchants, 
and, with the exception of two, laid claim 
to Spanish names. The vessel was boarded 
by Quarantine Officer Lawlor and the 
Custom-house officers. 
The white passen­ 
gers were allowed to land, but the Chinese 
were kept on board, and will take passage 
for ChiDa as soon as possible. 
George Thatcher, the minstrel, was re­ 
cently sued in the J ustices’ Court by Gold­ 
stein & Cohn. 
The suit was to recover 
§152 for fifty-two weeks’ reut of a wig, 
which the minstrel wore in a burlesque on 
“ Pinafore,” played here several years ago. 
The case was successfully defended, and 
judgment was entered for Thatcher, who 
returned East. 
Not satisfied with the rul­ 
ings of the Justices’ Court, the wig-makers 
appealed, and when the case was called in 
Judge Edmonds’ department of the Supe­ 
rior Court, Thatcher failed to appear, aud 
a judgment was entered in favor of the 
plaintiffs for §152 and costs. 
Nineteen of the twenty-six property- 
owuers on Bernard street, between Jones 
and Leavenworth, have filed a communica­ 
tion with the Board of Supervisors inform­ 
ing that body that they have entered into 
a private contract for the construction of 
an iron-stone pipe sewer in the street. 
The propcrty-owners notify the Board in 
the communication that they have repeat­ 
edly called the attention of the Board cf 
Health to the filthy condition of the street, 
but have been afforded no relief. 
A large 
amonnt of sicknesB, it is stated, prevails in 
the block, and the Supervisors are asked 
to remedy the evil. 
An old suit, the papers of which are yel­ 
low with age and musty from long storage 
in pigeon-holes, made its annual appear­ 
ance a few days smce in Department 6, 
Superior Court. 
The action is one con­ 
nected with the early history of San Fran­ 
cisco,' having been bronght November 28, 
1850, by Robert E. H unter and i’oilip S. 
H unter against John Townsend and Cor­ 
neille de Boom, to recover $150,000 and 
other large sums for an alleged breach of 
contract. 
It appears that although all 
necessary proceed ings were taken for bring­ 
ing the case before tne Courts, neither the 
attorneys or parties to the action have ever 
appeared in Court, aud the case has been 
called regularly on each Court term since 
1850, and in no instance has been respond­ 
ed to, and has, therefore, been continued, 
it being a rule of the Courts not to strike 
a case from the docket unless some one of 
the parlies at interest are in Court. 
Tha 
plaintiffs are said to be the Hunters, after 
whom “ H unter’s P o in t” is named, aDd 
have heirB resident of this city, hut none of 
whom have ever appeared. 
One of the 
papers indicate that John Townsend of the 
defendants ia deceased, and that the ad­ 
ministrator of his estate has been substi­ 
tuted for him in the case. 
Little is known 
of the case by the clerks of the Court, and 
it is shpposed that a compromise mnst have 
been made by the parties litigant, hence 
the -liaoontinusuct ot tho proceedings,

PERU. 
A correspondent writing from Lima, un­ 
der date of August 12th, says .- Military 
movements have been quite animated dur­ 
ing the past week. 
On the 2d an attack 
was made on the few Chilean soldiers 
guarding the bridge at the Oroyo Pass, 
120 miles from Lama, by a considerable 
force of Peruvians, supposed from Caceres’ 
army, and commanded by Colonel Tafur. 
The engagement which ensued was briskly 
carried out by bol h parties. 
W hen find­ 
ing their efforts ineffectual, the Peruvians 
fell back, aud the Chilean troops were not 
in 
sufficient 
strength to pnrtue. 
At 
Chicla it was discovered that the small 
Chilean garrison had had a sharp encoun 
ter on the 7th with a Peruvian force of 
Montoneros, as they are called, or irregu­ 
lar troops, numbering about 300, hut' of 
which only 100 possessed firearms. 
The 
Cnileaus maintained their position with 
slight loss. 
Tho iatest news from L;ma announces 
that the Montoneros, under Tafur, or some 
other of the brigand chieftains, who have 
so long desolated Peru, were in the valleys 
within seven leagues of Lima, where they 
were committing most horrible atrocities. 
Financial and commercial matters in 
Lima are steadily going from 
bad to 
worse. 
Prices of all articles to be paid 
for in paper are rising, and the sufferings 
of the people enhanced. 


ECUADOR. 
News from Ecuador of a most important 
□ature was received by the last steamer. 
The revolutionists under E oy Alfero had 
acquired a firm bold of all the territory to 
the north of Esmeraldas and Machala. 
Santa llosa and other towns had declared 
in favor of the revolutionists, who had been 
at work in Guayaquil. 
Veintemiila had 
almost become convinced that if he- did not 
leave be would be imprisoned or exiled. 


CHILE. 
The sale of 1,000,000 tons of guano by 
Chile, to he extracted from the southern 
deposits, snd all others in possession of the 
victors, has been postponed or altogether 
abandoned on account of the protest of 
France.

C h a rm e d by a R a ttle s n a k e .—A lady 
reader of the Recop.d U nion, writing

“ FASHION,” THE MOST RE 1ÍORSELE89 OF ICONOCLASTS ; “ CHANCE,.” 
HER WATCH WORD-PROSPECTIVE MILLINERY, AND HINTS IN REGARD 
TO DRESS GOODS. ETC. 


New Y ork, August 12, 1882. 
Ware it not for the preparations that are going on in prospect of the busi­ 
ness campaign of Autumn, we should be compelled to say that New York is 
a very dull city. With the heat, which had not come at our last writing, there 
was a general stampede of all who could find tim8 aud means for flight; so that 
the streets are as arid, and comparatively as deserted, as Sahara. The news 
from Egypt hardly served to stir a ripple in the wave of popular emotion ; and 
even the passage of the River and Harbor Bill was received with an amount of 
apathy that, under a temperature lee* torrid, wonld have served in no small 
measure to astonish the excitable spirit of Gotham ; but this condition is 
destined full soon to terminate. There is nothing which tends so quickly to 
send up the pulse of a New Yorker to fever heat as “ business.” The incoming 
of merchandise for another season, an unexpected stir in the Stock Market, a 
slight agitation in the Produce Exchange, or indications of a “ corner” in this 
or that, which may be transferable or marketable, tends to arouse all the city 
to the question of the moment, and to develop an interest which would be 
painful, were it not so absorbing as almost to benumb the sensibility. The 
commercial atmosphere is all powerfnl, and "Business” is the one watchword 
to which few turn unwilling ear. This flavor of the materialistic is hardly grate­ 
ful to the would-be sentimentalist in the great metropolis; while Euch a one, 
finding sentiment unsympatbized with and theory unappreciated, perforce turns 
to the practical to secure companionship with his kind. 
It was not, however, to give an idea of the moral tendencies of the Gotham­ 
ite* that the pen on thiB occasion was taken up, but to tell to the telle* and the 
beauties of the Pacific ccast what Dame Fashion proposes for them in the ward­ 
robe of the coming season. There is no principle, either in moral* or in practice, 
of which we have an idea, that is so iconoclastic as the mode. The idol of yes­ 
terday is as ruthlessly torn down and trampled in the dust to-day as though it 
had never been in triumph lifted on its pedestal ; and the favorite of to-day will 
be resigned for that of to-morrow with as little compunction as though it had 
never been elevated into inore than passing consideration. Change is the watch­ 
word of Fashion ; and the old love is not put off before the new-born, charming 
in its attractiveness, is ready to be put on. 
In the matter of the head-dress, tho late importations for summer use, and 
the early importations for the fall, in certain of our most reliable houses, are 
shown at the same time. The hats for the present are mostly of the smooth 
straw braids—of the Milan and the Dunstable mano factures, generally—in the 
shape combining a semi-conical crown with the brim fl vt, or curving down some­ 
what in front and back. A peculiarity in these hats consists in a hem, or the 
doubling back of the brim, about an inch on the edge—a sensible 
precaution 
for 
serviceableness. 
The 
hats 
for 
autumn wear are 
mostly in smooth felt; and the report 
from 
Paris 
is 
that, 
to a great extent, smooth felt will supplant the beaver effect, in the com­ 
ing hats and bonnets ; though the beaver border is seen on many cf the models, 
and the popularity of the fur-faced felt will doubtless cause its revival. And 
with tbe decline of favor fer the beaver effect in bonnets and hats, plush also 
suffers. The indication now is that velvet will be much more highly esteemed, 
for both the making and the trimming of bonnets and hats, than plash, and 
when used at all, tbe moleskin plush, or that variety of the material which most 
nearly approaches velvet in texture and surface, will be preferred ; though we 
have been shown the bearskin, as well as the moleskin plnsb, in all the colors, 
and the fnrry-plush effect distinguishes many of the elegant ribbons that are 
destined to delight the lovers of the novel and the remarkable. We have rib­ 
bons in plain colors in both pluth and velvet, lined with satin ; a great variety 
of ribbons in stripes and plaids, in which both plush and velvet are introduced ; 
and marvels in their way of ribbons of satin texture, and cf lace texture, with 
floriated designs thrown up on the face, in which velvet shades out plu b, or 
plush shades out velvet Some of these ribbons, intended for sashes, of satin 
texture, and from nine to twelve inches wide, are in designs of pansies—these 
blossoms of the largest size and in the richest coloring and shading ever seen 
in the natural, under the most successful cultivation. Other ribbons, introduc­ 
ing plush or velvet, or both plush and velvet in their texture, are of ottoman, or 
heavily-corded bolly, relieved by stripes, plaids or floriations, and in some de­ 
signs thread of gold tinsel is employed. 
TheBe ribbons, it must be understood, illustrate the extreme of the mode, 
and the highest excellence of the manufacture—more generally donble-faced 
satin, groe-grain, faille entine, ottoman and watered ribbons will come into 
use—varied, as millinery trimmings, by draperies of satin merveilleux, moire 
antique, velvet aud plush. 
Liberal use will again be made of ostrich feathers, but these will be power­ 
fully rivaled by fancy feathers. 
As utual, when fancy feathers have promi­ 
nence, those of the different varieties of the pheasant will h»7e important 
notice; and disputing favor with these, we shall see a vigorous run on cocks' 
plumes. Many of the mounting?, in fancy feathers, are with the head of the 
bird attached. Thus we are shown wide, club-shaped pheasants’ plnmes, be­ 
ginning with the head of the iridescent lophophorns, orthat of the brilliant golden 
member of the pheasant family; and the sweeping cocks’ plume begins with 
the veritable head of the gallinacious fowl, crested with its dazzling red comb 
in velvet or in plush. Tne plumes made of the fancy feathers are broad, long, 
full and heavy—intended to do service in the place of the heavy doable 
ostrich plumes that have been worn for the last several seasons. Stuffed birds 
are also again iu the repertory of millinery garnitures. Almost every known 
bird of convenient sizs lor this purpose has been made the prey of the fowler, 
with special attention to those which are of brilliant coloring and are fnr- 
nished with a long and formidable beak. The birds are staffed very loosely, 
and lie closely against tbe crown of the hat or fit snugly in the angle between 
the crown and the brim of the bonnet. 
Indiscriminate havoc has again been 
made on the nesto of hnmming-birds, and these, staffed whole, and used in 
clusters, are not only seen, bat the skin of the bird is dissected or 
divided, and flowers formed of the breast, with foliage of the wings, are among 
caprices of the kind which distinguish the millinery for the antnmn and winter. 
And hats and bonnets are again made of feathers. With certaia modifications 
in shape and difference in finish and trimming, we shail bave a repetition of 
the tnrbans of last winter ; and pokes and capotes made of feathers and 
trimmed with feathers will be at the election of ladies who delight in being 
strictly fashionable. 
As has been the case for the last several seasons—indeed for many sea­ 
sons—the shapes in bonnets aud hato are numerous and various. In both 
styles of the head-dress what are understood as large will prevail; and be­ 
cause popular with many ladies, w-Jl perhaps be continued for seasons yet to 
come, bat there is little doubt that we shall see greater patronage for the 
smaller bonnets—or at least, those of medium size—aud turbans, the English 
walking-hat, the Oxford and tbe Derby, will divide choice with the Gaics- 
borongh and the large Amazon hats, while a compromise has form in hato 
of medium size. Broad, cquare crowns of moderate hight appear in some of 
both the bonnets and the hats—the former with a moderately deep poke- 
brim, and the latter with a brim rather narrow than wide,-and in felt, bor­ 
dered with plnffy beaver.

PAINTERS. 


A cloud of smoke, a roar of laughter, 
“ Bravo, 
Bottomgate! 
bravo I” 
Some 
dozen bearded, disheveled young men are 
seated at a table on which are the rem­ 
nants of a meal and many empty bottles. 
They all gaz; in one direction and renew 
their shouts, “ Bravo ! bravo !” A small, 
pale-faced, pale-haired young man is danc­ 
ing wildly at one end of the squalid room. 
The son of an animal painter, and intended 
for the Church, it was only after seme 
three years of study for the divine oilice 
that he suddenly wearied of the prospect 
of a slipper-garnished curatedom and took 
to his father’s trade. 
To this moment he 
has not lost the effects of a pious training, 
and will discourse for hours on religion and 
its intimate connection with the develop­ 
ment of art, paints Virgins and St. Johns, 
and spends the evenings growing more and 
inore pious as he grows more and more be­ 
fuddled. 
Not that he is always thus, 
for many 
evenings 
this 
warm sum­ 
mer weather he may be 
seen with 
a grisette-looking blonde on his arm 
strolling toward the Square de Batignolles, 
(he 'ivts injthe Montmartre quarter), where 
they will sit and talk till dark. 
Does he 
lecture her ou the comfort of religion, aud 
the subtle links between the divine and 
beautiful in art? We can only say that 
her eyes have almost the distm t far-cfT 
look that they have when she is posiog 
(she is an artrit’s model) as Venu3* for a 
crowd of “ rapiña” at one of these huge 
Paris ateliers. 
Other uights he takes her 
to a dancing-place on the outer boulevards, 
or to “ B ulliers”—a long way off, it is 
true, but “ one must be amused.” Bottom­ 
gate has a little studio of hia own. 
A nar­ 
row street, a narrower doorway, and black 
passage. 
Feel your way up the dark stair­ 
case—up, up, ciw/uieme! open the door. A 
cold gray north light (no wonder the artists 
seek the comfort of the bottle sometimes 
to wash away the memory of their sunless 
north sky, freezing them into gloom) ; a 
bed on the floor, easels, canvases and bare 
walls ; a washstand and chair are wheeled 
into the corner; bedroom and studio in 
one, sickly with paint odors. 
Bat who 
are Bottomgate’s friends ? 
French aud Americans, they are assembled 
at a farewell supper of a bony, under siz.ad 
New Englander, who is returning to his 
native country after three or four years' 
study in Par». 
Coming a raw lad, fresh 
from the cevere discipline of an Eastern 
States home, he is leaving well certificated 
in the peches mignons of his camarades, and 
an exhibitor at the Salon. 
Ebin-e e zer 
B-a-owers, as his friends delight to call him, 
imitating hia dry nasal twang— EbeDeAr 
Bowers arrived in Paris utterly ignorant of 
the world in which he was to live so long, 
and having a high idea), almost a reverence 
for art, was somewhat taken aback when 
on entering the atelier he and another 
nouveau, 
a 
large-headed, 
huge-lipped 
French dwarf were set to fight a duel with 
long paint brushes. 
Each rubbed his 
brush in 
color, red or green (com­ 
plementary colors by an atelier joke), 
and 
dabbed 
at 
his opponent’s face 
or neck, a hit in the eye or mouth by 
either bringing mighty applause from the 
crowd of smoking blouses congregated 
around the fencer victims. 
Ebenizer as 
nouveau was obstreperous and dogged, and 
as a punishment for his sundry complaints 
and murmurings when ordered to go oat 
and fetch drinks for his numerous masters, 
he was made to spend a whole night boxed 
up in the wooden pedestal of a giant cast, 
which was placed, extinguisher-like, over 
him, the cast on top to keep him fist in his 
prison the while. 
Half-stifled, dnsty, 
dirty, but amenable at the next morning's 
exit, from that day Ebenezer was con 
quered ; nay, even became zealous in his 
office as nouveau. 
One afternoon, coming 
back liquor-laden, he was attacked by the 
nouveaux of a rival atelier near, and, after 
a prolonged struggle, robbed of his precious 
burden. 
Arriving torn, breathless and 
bleeding, he recounted his misfortunes to 
his brethren, who rose en masse, and, 
quickly arming themselves with sticks, 
umbrellas, fire irons and large easels, and 
stools—these last as battering rams—lid 
by Ebenezer, made furious onslaught upon 
the hated neighbors. The bitter clamor of 
one hundred eager tongues, the Btormy 
thumpings on the stout door of the 
rival studio castle lasted for some half 
hour, when, that hinged barring giving 
way, the two wild hordes rushed at each 
other with fury.

This spare American would not leave Bot­ 
tomgate to dance alcne to-night were he 
not tinged with sadness at parting, for he 
much likes to “ sling his toes,” as he calls 
it. 
Ebenezer at "Bulher’s” is a great 
sight. 
Head up, eyes right, solemn of 
countenance, his legs describing all sorts of 
strange ares, they being but bung loosely 
to bis body, he will dance against all 
earners. 
“ Iw ent to Builler's the other night,” 
(wrote Bottomgate, when he first came to 
Paris, to the tutor-priest who watched over 
his earlier years); “ Iw ent out of curiosi­ 
ty ; you know oDe ought to see this sort of 
thing while one is in Paris. 
Dining in the 
Quartier Latin at 10 o’clock, I made my 
way along the boulevards—along, along, 
until I saw ‘Jardins’ in large gas letters, 
and following the stream setting toward 
the entrance, I found myself elbowed by a 
crowd of strange-looking young men and 
maidens. 
Soldiers watched the narrow 
gateway, and while I was waiting mv turn 
to pay I could see another crowd outside 
under the gaslight casting envying glances 
toward the eludíante tad eludíante.< who did 
not lack the necessary franc to pay for the 
evening’a amusement. 
I gave up my stick, 
squeezed through a narrow turnstile, and 
walking a few steps, came to the top of a 
wide descending staircase. 
A biaza of 
light and the tops of many hats walking, 
music,noise and dust. 
A widespread, low- 
roofed 
and 
iron 
spandrelled 
region, 
lighted by a thousand lamps. 
To the left 
the band played on a platform ; to the 
right a sea of tables and chairs, under trees 
hung with Chinese lanterns. 
In the midst 
20 or 30 sets of quadrilles were going on to 
the music of ‘ Olivette.’ 
The men, gay 
young fellows mostly, and lithe-limbed, 
walk, amble, or frisk across and back with 
their partners, without any sort of arrange­ 
ment. 
They choose their own steps, their 
own time, and seem to dance out of pure 
exuberance of spirits. 
Now and then a 
bold daDCer takes bis partner by bcr wai=t 
and swings her round and round, instead of 
the trip across, or they take a few steps in 
galop time in a circle. 
The dance over, 
the couples adjourn to the tables, the 
favoiite places being in little gTass banked 


partition* which run in a large semi-circle 
around the garden ; there they drink their 
' bocks ’ and thin red wine cheerfully, and 
reappear for the next dance. 
When the 
tune pleases these light-hearted young 
people they all sing an accompaniment, and 
it it wondrons inspiriting to bear 500 or 600 
voices singing for joy, with the hand- 
clapping for encore. 
I 
saw strange 
groups of students—tall mulatto-colored 
West 
Indians, 
with 
the 
respect­ 
able silk-top hat, hob-nobbing with wild 
looking ‘Gascons,’ or ennbrowr.ed Midi 
yonth. 
Then a handsome, Apollo-like 
German, tenderly arm in arm with a 
humpbacked, sad-eyed camarade. 
This is 
the true genius of the place. 
Bat profes­ 
sional dancers come here to show off. A 
crowd near the band watches the efforts of 
four of these last. 
I laughed to see two 
Chinamen there, muchly pressed to dance by 
some roguish young women, but this fail­ 
ing, a bold maid took them by the pigtails 
and, one in each band, walked them about 
the garden like lambs. 
Another tried to 
make a tall, shy, awkward-looking young 
Englishman dance. 
Hia confusion was de­ 
licious ; but lam quite sure he did not un­ 
derstand half the volume of words she 
poured out to him in French. 
There was 
the usual quota of British tourists in loud 
check suits and caps, and a paterfamilias, 
who 
scanned, 
stmewhat 
conscience* 
stricken, but with great curiosity, the an­ 
tics of the dancers. In spite of the visitors 
and foreigners, the place is kept pretty 
eacred to the student-worshipers of Terp­ 
sichore.”— [Pall Mall Gazette. 


CORRECTING 
HISTORY, 


What is commonly called hisiory is, for 
the most part, highly unreliable fiction. 
We have not the space or time even to 
mention the historical lies that have been 
exploded by documentary evidence of late 
years. 
The case of Joan of Arc is one that 
is to the point. 
For mors than 5,000 years 
everybody who has read history has shed 
a silent tear over that heroic but otherwise 
respectable female person. 
She was sup­ 
posed to have been burned at the stake by 
the English after they had captured her. 
A few yeais age some ancient archives 
were discovered that let the English out, 
so to speak. 
If they burned her at the 
stake, they must have done it very care­ 
lessly, for thc-re can be no reasonable doubt 
but that the Maid of Orleans, subsequent 
to her being burned to ashes at the stake, 
married a young gentleman, aud she finally- 
died after raising a large family. 
There is, 
however, in every 
bushel of chaff a 
few grains of wheat, and so it is in 
this case. 
We have sifted the matter 
thoroughly, and find that such a woman 
did really exist, but the fact is, the case 
has become distorted by successive genera­ 
tions of systematic liars. Joan d’Arc was 
a woman who was married to an English­ 
man named John Dark, who was very par­ 
ticular about his cooking.

quence was that she burnt the steak, and 
her husband nearly killed her for her care- 
IeeBnoss several times.

He was a fraud because he never 
existed, just as Gessler never existed, so 
say the records. 
A few years ago, some 
fellow who was a good shot traveled all 
over Switzerland, giving exhibitions of hia 
ability to shoot apples off hia son’s head, a 
kind of a Swiss Dr. Carver, charging fifty 
cents admission ; chdiren and clergymen 
half price. 
Whenever he made a very good 
shot, the people would call cut : “ Do 
tell ! ” That’s how he came to be called 
Tell. 
All the rest has been added by lying 
historians.—[Texas Siftings. 


AN 
HISTO RIC 
W EAPC*. 


Everybody knows under what circum­ 
stances Henry IV. was assassinated by 
Eavaillac. 
The assassin, passing hia arm 
tnrough the window of the coach, struck 
the monarch' two blows with a knife, the 
latter of which pierced his heart. 
While 
still blandishing the knife, he was arrested 
by the orders ot the Due d’Epernon, the 
knife being wrenched from his hand by 
Pietro de Malaghino, an Italian attached 
to his suite, who afterward declared he had 
dropped the weapon in the crowd. 
Mala- 
ghiuo, who was a great amateur of curiosi­ 
ties, kept this historical relic until his 
death, when he left it to his descendants. 
It is difficult to say how it came in the 
possession of M tunee de Sixe afterward ; 
but certain is it that a month before his 
death the Marshal made it a present to his 
physician, tjenac. 
Sense bequeathed it to 
his son, M. Senac de Meilham, who pre­ 
sented it to the Marquise de Grequi, 
at whose death it became the prop­ 
erty of the Baron de Blancbefort, her 
consin, when again it was lost sight of for 
nearly sixty years, until it turned up the 
other day in the bureau of the Commissary 
of Police in the Quartier Latin, being then 
owned hy a student whose father had been 
steward to the lU ’mboval family. 
This 
student had been for some time in the 
greatest poverty, and had been heard to 
say that life was becoming a barden to him. 
The other morniDg he found himself abso­ 
lutely penniless, a prey to the hallucina­ 
tion thst the knife had brought him ill 
luck. 
Determined to put aD end to his ex­ 
istence, he pluDged it ioto his breast. 
Fortunately it was too ruBty, blunt and 
hacked about to do much harm, and the 
unhappy youth only succeeded in inflicting 
a wound from which he will be cured in a 
fortnight. 
Ever sioce the story became 
known the bureau of the Commissary has 
been visited by a number of collectors, 
each of whom has been until now under 
the impression that he wa3 the sole pos­ 
sessor of the actual knife with which Henry 
IV. was slain.—[St. James Gazette.

M e t a l l i c 
a n d 
T e x t i l e 
C a b le * 
f o r 
Mines.—It is stated in a recent report 
made to the French Government on the 
raptare of cables in mines that steel and 
iron oables may be used with as mnch se­ 
curity as those of textile materials, proper 
care being taken in providing and main­ 
taining them. In very moist pits, especially 
with acid water, aloe cables are to be pre­ 
ferred, but in pits with somewhat high 
temperature and return of air metallic 
cables are the best. 
The importance of 
diameters of winding being as large aB pos­ 
sible is greater for metallic than for textile 
cables, and for steel than for iron cables. 
The minimum diameter for iron cables 
should be 1.300 to 1,400 times that of the 
wire, and 2,000 for ateei. 
It should be SO 
to 100 times that of the cable diameter in 
metallic cables and 50 times in textile 
cables. Thick metallic cables should not 
be worked beyond a tenth of the force re­ 
quired to break them, small round cables 
beyond a sixth, and good aloe cables be­ 
yond a stventh or an eighth. The ends of 
a cable should be cut off tnce in every two 
or three months. 
Once a week, at least, 
a cable should be passed slowly up and 
down for examination before the eyes of a 
competent agent.

F r o m 
R a b b i t s .— Sev­ 
eral months ago Dr. Lamalleree, of Paris, 
perfo'med an operation of skin-grafting, 
employing grafts obtained from a human 
being and a rabbit, those from the latter 
showÍDg a superior amount of vitality. 
The patient had suffered for six years from 
a varicose ulcer of the left thigh, which re­ 
sisted every form of treatment. 
The ulcer 
was fourteen centimeters long and eight 
deep. 
Dr. Lsmalleree took six grafts from 
the shaved abdomen of a rabbit and two 
from the forearm of a man. 
These were 
placed in position and a Lister dressing was 
applied. 
The dressing was removed at the 
end of eight days, when it was found that 
the grafts from the rabbit had become ad­ 
herent and that new skin was forming rap­ 
idly in their immediate neighborhood. The 
grafts of human skin had not adhered. 
The dressing was continued for eight days 
more, when it was found that an islet of 
akin ten centimeters long and seven wide 
had established itself npon the center of 
the nicer. 
At the end of another period 
of eight daye the dressing was again re­ 
moved, and it was seen tnat the sore was 
completely cicatrized. 
Two m-'nths later 
the healing process still continued favor­ 
ably, and the newly-formed skin showed 
no trace of it* origin.

N avty. — “ N a v v t” = N avhmtor. — 
This word was most certainly invented 
aboat a centnry aca. when canals became 
extensively made in Eugland. 
The canal 
was then generally called “ the naviga­ 
tion.” and the sturdy excavators who were 
brought tcg-tber to do the work were 
called “ navigators,” or, in short, " n av­ 
vies.” 
U- re in Hirmirghsm are a number 
of public houses, ar.jaceat to the canals, 
known as “ The N avigation” or “ The 
Navigation Inn,” and there is also a Navi, 
gation street, which obtained its name from 
the same reason. 
The word csnsl has now 
superseded the use of the term “ naviga­ 
tion 
the navigation office has become 
the canal office, though long aft-r the be­ 
ginning of the prrseut century “ the navi­ 
gation ” was the term in general use. 
On 
tbo introduction of the railway system, the 
same class of men who had excavated the 
canals were engaged 
upon them, and 
though “ excavator” was at first applied 
to them, the term soon gave place to the 
older one of “ n a w v ,” which is still re­ 
tained.—[Notes and Queries.

Velveteen of good quality does 
not cost a‘i much as plush or velvet, and, 
for a use like this, is perfectly satisfactory. 
Cardinal velveteen is also handsome and in 
good taste in a room like the one men­ 
tioned. 


Pillow-Casb. —One way to beautify a 
baby carriage and to make the young oc­ 
cupant appear to advantage is to make a 
piilow case for his pillow of blue silesia ; 
to this may be fastened on the upper side a 
soft cover of darned net, with an edge of 
torchon. 
Fasten this to the silesia with 
smali bows of narrow bluo ribbon. 
Make 
each bow unlike the others. 
This can be 
placed on the pillow when the baby is to be 
taken out in nla best^-at other times & 
plain white pillow-case edged with Ham­ 
burg or torchon ¡3 good enough for the best 
of babies. 


Citron Cake.—A rich citron cake is 
made of the whites of twelve egge, two 
cups of butter, four enps of sugar, four and 
a half cups of flour, half a cup of sweet 
milk, three teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
aud one pound of citron cnt in thin and 
small slices. 
This makes one very large 
cake or two medium-sized ones, and unless 
you have an excellent oven in which you 
cau rogulate the heat perfectly, it is better 
to bake in two tioB than one. 
If one tin is 
used, choose one with a funnel or spout in 
the center. 
This does away with the dan­ 
ger of burnt edges and a raw center to the 
cake. 
Eon Gruel.—Egg gruel is sometimes 
relished by the invalid who is tired of al­ 
most anything else he is allowed to have. 
Beat the yolk of one egg w ith a tablespoon­ 
ful of sngsr till very light ; on this pour 
two-thirds of a eup'ul of boiling water ; on 
the top put the white of the egg beaten to 
a stiff froth, with a teaspoonful of pow­ 
dered sugar ; davor with something as un­ 
like other flavors ho has had as you can 
give him. 
Mulled jelly is another drink 
which may be taken with pleasure : Beat a 
table-pool:fii 1 of red or black currant jelly 
with the white of an egg and a little sugar, 
pour over this a small cupful of boiling 
water, break a cracker in it or a thin slice 
of toasted bread. 
A 
D evice.—Those housekeepers-—3nd 
there are a great many of them— vho can­ 
not affhrd to buy the cloth that is made ex­ 
pressly for pillow-case3 and are obliged to 
use common cotton cloth for this purpose, 
may hear of something to their advantage 
if they read this. 
Always tear off the 
selvage at each end, as it will draw when 
sewed “ over and over.” 
When making 
the cares baste the long seam on the wrong 
side, then turn the pillow-case, leaving the 
basting threads in of course, and baste 
down on the right tide ; if this is done 
and the seam is then sewed, the pillow­ 
cases will he even and there is no danger 
of one aide being longer than the other. 
P udding. —A delicious cherry-puddiug 
is made in thi3 way : 
Make a crust as for 
baking-powder biscu it; roll it out till it is 
about two-thirds of an inch thick. 
Stew 
enough cherries so that when they are 
spread on the crust they will cover it and 
he deep enough to make a good layer of 
fruit ; roll the crust up then, taking care 
to keep the 
cherries 
from falling off. 
Wrap a cloth around it; sew it loosely 
wiih a coarse 
thread, 
which íb easily 
pulled out. 
Allow plenty of room for the 
crust to rise. 
L iy this on a plate and set 
it in a stcamcf. 
Steam it for an hoar and 
a half. 
Serve in slices, with sauce. 
The 
object in stewing the chcrrits is that the 
juics will not be soaked into the crust. 
Salad.— Fotato salad is one nf the best 
and most easily made side dishes for tea. 
Boil the potatoes or steam them with their 
jackets on. 
W hen they are done remove 
the skins, and let the potatoes get entirely 
cold, then slice them in thin slices. 
Make 
a dressing of hard boiled eggs, chopped, a 
little onion also chopped, and as much 
salad oil, salt, pepper, 
parsley, etc., as 
your taste dictates. 
Be careful when mix­ 
ing the dreseing with the potatoes not to 
break the slices ; toss lightly with a fork, 
or, better still, shake the dieh which holds 
them. 
Line the salad dish with small let­ 
tuce leaves, pour in the salad, and you 
have an inviting dish for the table. 
Serve 
on small plates; put one beside each tea 
plate, and have the salad dun passed to 
each person. 
D ebasing T able.—Dressing tables are 
to some extent displacing the marble, 
topped dressing cases so long in use, al­ 
though a long glass in which one can sur­ 
vey her figure frorn the orown of her head 
to the sole of her foot, will always be a 
necessity to every woman with any hopa 
for a stylish appearance. 
For the gue.t- 
room the dressing table 
is considered 
especially desirable. 
A handsome ote is 
made oi white wood, with broad, flattop; t 
is covered with drapery of white over co ors, 
or of blue and white, or scarlet and white 
thick drapery which needs no lining. 
The 
covering of the table must harmonizi w th 
the carpet and curtains, though the bows 
of ribbons which loop the drapery and bold 
it in place may be of a contrasting color. 
Over this table should hang a mirror with 
the frame covered with p ush, also corre­ 
sponding in color with the covering. 
An 
old mirror, which is trne, but in a poor 
frame, can be covered, so as to serve for a 
long time as an ornament.

But now we come to the sequel : 
I had 
not asked the young mau where he came 
from, ar.d hao almost forgotten his name, 
when his mother coming from Ballston, 
seven miles south of us, offered me her 
good butter at a reduced price. 
“ Do you remember the young man to 
whom 
you gave » recommendation for 
Mr. Gough’s books?” 
“ Oh, yes.” 
“ Well, he is my eon, and has been an 
invalid for years. 
He never did any busi. 
ness before. W e had to coax him to try this. 
Yourkind words started him. He succeeded 
splendidly in selling the book, and because 
he, was so successful he has obtained a per­

18th.—About 10 
o'clock last night the fire bell rung, the 
cry of fire was heard on Main street, and the 
people were flxdeing toward the scene with 
the swiftness that can be better imagined 
than described. 
Upon reaching M ain street 
it was soon discovered th at the fire bad 
originated in the cellar of Colonel J . G. 
Stock’s cigar store, in the old Luna House 
corral buildirg, centrally lo> ated. 
The aLrm 
spread all over the city, and the streets were 
alive with people. 


THE BELLS BAÑO ECBIOUSLV 
A nd the whistle at the water works also 
sounded the alarm. 
The firemen were on the 
ground promptly, and both the hand engine 
and the steamer were put to work to try to 
stop the devouring element. 
By this time 
flames had burst out through the rocf of the 
L una House, and also through the roof of E d­ 
wards’ saloon. 
Then the fruit store of Ed. 
W albridge, north of Edwards’ saloon, took fire, 
when the flames soon leaped over Paul Stoll's 
new brick harness shop, which he had moved 
into this week, and set fire to M cCarthy’s 
boot and shoe shop and George W . Vestal’s 
m eat market, sti.l north of M cC arthy; but 
by a terrible effort on the part of the firemen 
in charge of the steamer the fire was stopped 
w ithout doing much damage to the two last- 
named buildings, 
W . H . Bahney’s drug 
store, adjoining Stocks’, was the next build­ 
ing to take fire, and then the wooden build­ 
ings in the rear of C. W. Fickert’s furniture 
store. 
THE WIND 
U p to and before this time had been quite 
calm ; now it commenced to blow from the 
north, and Pickett's furniture store was dis­ 
covered to be on fire, as al*o the building ad­ 
joining on the south, occupied by the Bank 
of Tehama County, and Wells, Fargo & Co., 
and Signal Sergeant’s office up-Btairs. 
Then 
the brick building of L. H . D. Lange caught 
fire, the lower story of which was occupied 
by Gertsenberger & Kuhn, jewelers, and 
Charley Lange’s barber shop, and offices and 
families up stairs, 
A. J . Loomis’ two-Btory 
frame building, on the corner of Main and 
Oak, next caught fire, and with the adjoining 
buildings on the west were Boon 


ENVELOPED IN FLAMES, 
As was also the Baloon cl Fish & Weeks, M. 
K. Hook & Simpson’s real estate and insur­ 
ance office, and Henry W eitfeidt’s blacksmith 
shop. 
The whole half of the block east of 
the alley, north of Oak and south of Pine, 
except the Luna corral stable, was one burn­ 
ing mass. 
The heat was now intense, and the 
firemen and citizens turned their attention 
to the Masonic Temple, to try to save it; 
but ail exertions were futile, for in leEs 
than half an hour after the balcony took 
fire the whole building was in fLmes. 
About the same time that the Temple took 
fire, M ajor John Brady’s elegant new wooden 
livery Btable, the finest in northern Califor­ 
nia, became enveloped in flames, and it soon 
became a mass of ruins. 
N ext came the lisd 
Bluff Hotel, adjoining tfce Masonic Temple 
on the south, and the death-dealing and 
monster flameB Btarted heavenward with de­ 
moniacal fury. 
Tbe two-story frame house 
of Mrs. Sally Smith, occupied by Misses Sallie 
Marshal and W aters as a dressmaking estab­ 
lishment, and Mrs. Sleeth’s residence, took 
fire and soon were burned to ashes. 


THE HEAT 
A t this time became so intense th at the wood 
work of the recently constructed Good Tem­ 
plars’ Hall, opposite the Red Bluff Hotel, 
took fire, as did also Johnny Clements’ one- 
story brick, north of the latter building, and 
Olendorf’s, occupied by Robinson as a restau­ 
rant, and the Sentinel building, occupied 
by the broom factory and Cady’s tailor 
shop, 
on 
the 
south. 
The wind now 
was 
blowing 
a 
gale from the 
north, 
which caused the fl unes to spread to Jam es 
Gooch's brick building, occupied by George 
H . May hew, general merchandise dealer, and 
Charles Brown’s cigar manufactory. 
From 
the Marysville Store the flames leaped to J . 
C. Gooch’s and D. W . Gebney’s residences, 
both of which eoon succumbed to the devour­ 
ing element. 
Meanwhile the fire had com­ 
pletely enveloped the Good Templars’ build­ 
ing and John Clements’ building on the 
corner, in which was ths Postcffice and store, 
and Haberland & W inters’ I. X . L. Store, 
and Jadge C. A. Comstock’s Justice of the 
Peace office. 
The heat was intense while all 
these 
MANY BUILDINGS WEBE BÜBNING, 
W hich set fire to the residence of C. W. 
Lange, back of the alley, which was soon 
burned to the ground. 
As the fire spread 
from block to block, the engines took up a 
new position so as to stop the terrible de­ 
stroyer. 
W hile Lange’s building was burn­ 
ing 
the 
old 
Confidence tub msde an 
attachm ent to tbe fire-plug at the bridge 
and got a stream on the burning build­ 
ings. 
Dr. Dodson’s and M arshal McCom- 
mon’s residences, south of Lange's, were with 
seeming superhuman efforts on the part of 
both fire companies, aided by citizecB, saved 
from destruction. 
Meanwhile the steamer 
had been doing good work, and succeeded in 
checking the tire, after it had burned. 
Dr. 
Esterle’s new residence back of Mrs. Sleeth’s 
residence, on W ashington street.

R ed Bluff, August^.8th.—Last night the 
largest and most destructive fire northern 
California has ever experienced occurred at 10 
o’clock. 
The fire started in the old Luna 
House, on Main street, between Pioe and 
Oak, in the heart of the business portion of 
the town. 
The adjoining frame dwellings on 
the north—all old structures—rapidly caught 
fire, and were almost consumed when the fire­ 
men got to work. 
Toe heat from these 
buildings communicated to the nrick-work in 
Bahoey's brick drug store, in which was 
stored a considerable amount of oils, prints, 
etc., and it was soon a blazing pile. 
Then 
«lloved in rap'd euccesaion the buildings con­ 
taining Fickert’s furniture store, and the 
U nitedState* Signal Service cffioe, the Bunk of 


T eham a county, the office of the County 
Treasurer, and Wells, Fargo A Co.’* expreis 
and the W estern Union telegraph cffice. 
The two buildings containing these businesses 
belonged to C. W . Fickert, and were of brick. 
A fter them followed tbe Palace Saloon and 
Gerstenberger A K uhn’s jewelry store, both 
handsome places, and C. W . Lange’s barber 
shop, all on the firBt floor, and law offices on 
the second floor, the property of L. H . D. 
L args. 
The Loomis building on the corner 
of th s Btreet was the next to succumb, which 
contained a saloon on 
the 
lower 
floor, 
and law 
offices 
in 
the 
second story. 
W est of it were Coughlin’s paint shop, 
the Cozy Retreat, Hook A Simpson’s insur­ 
ance agency and 
Heitfieldt’s 
blacksmith 
shop. 
A t this point herculean efforts were 
made by the firemen to Bave the fire from 
crossing the Btreet to the Maao,nic Temple 
and Brady’s fine stable, but after a hard 
struggle they went with the rest, destroying 
the handsomest edifice in this part of the 
State. 
The Red Bluff Hotel was destroyed, 
Mosher A B urhitt’s store, Mrs. N . Sm ith’s 
property and Mrs. C. L. Sleeth’s home. 
From the Masonic Temple the fire crossed to 
the east side of the street, rapidly destroying 
the Postoffice, H aberland A W inter’s store, 
ths Good Templars’ H all (in course of con­ 
struction), the Olendorf property, the Sentinel 
block, the Gooch block and the residence of 
J . C. Gooch and D. W . Gedney, and crossing 
the alley destroyed C. W . Lange’s resideuce, 
on Main street. 
A stiff breeze was blowing 
during the fire, and burning cinders were 
carried for more than a mile, some setting 
fire to the house of Dr. Sopan, a half mile 
from tbe general fire, 
Tbe firemen and citizens worked strenu­ 
ously, the fire keeping them busy until 4 A. 
M. to day. 
Plundering was freely indulged 
in, and four Chinese and four white men are 
now in jail. 
Tbe work of rebuilding will be 
commenced by many as soon as the insurance 
is adjusted. 
The burnt district comprises 
three blocks of the best portion of the busi­ 
ness section. 
No lives were lost though sev­ 
eral mishaps have occurred.

A t Taratuc ranch the Apaches 
killed six men ; while passing Lamesa Pulono, 
two ; in La Cuchilla, two ; in Arnico Honda, 
four; and three hours afterward they at­ 
tacked E l Carrigi, and killed eleven women 
and a child. 
Tne Indians first stripped the 
womeD, and, after outraging them in the most 
brutal manner, put them to death by the 
most cruel torture. 
Four of the men of tne 
ranch who were returning saw the houses on 
fire ana fled, tbe Apaches giving chase. 
Three ef them took refnge in the rocks, and 
were defending themselves, when the fourth 
man, who escaped, brought the news to 
Trinidad. 
A large force of citizen* started at 
once to the rescue, and couriers were sent in 
all directions to warn the settlers of the 
whereabouts of ths hostiles. 
No mail riders 
have arrived for several days. 
I t is believed 
all have fallen victims to the Apache*. 
The 
estimated number of hostiles is 200. and they 
are commanded by Jub, the Chiricahua chief, 
who escaped after the battle with General 
Feuro last sprirg.

him one, and he had it out, when Mr. K ay 
saw the three soldiers on tbs sidewalk, and 
begged him to hide the weapon. 
Ju st then 
the Sergeant entered, and seeing Nesbit 
said: “ Come out here ; I want to have it 
out with you.” K ay told him he had better 
leave, and had almost succeeded in persuad­ 
ing him, when Allen came out of a water- 
closet, aud after sneaking to Dunwoody, 
struck him, and tbe fight commenced. Nesbit 
got a blow in the face, and Allen, armed with 
a billiard cue, beat the soldier out of the 
room, and was standing inside the door, when 
one

named 
Reynolds 
fired his pistol from the sidewalk where he 
was standing, the ball striking Alien near the 
naval, inflicting a wuond th at will iu all prob­ 
ability be a fatal one. 
A nother shot was

W hen shot Alien fell 
near tbe bar, vomiting, and laid down near 
the floor.
